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THE  CAMPAIGN  FOR  HAMPDEN-SYDNEY 
SURPASSES  3/4  MARK 


The  Campaign  for  Hampden-Sydney  has  now 
suqDassed  the  3/4  mark  with  over  $19.1  million 
raised  in  cash  and  pledges  towards  the  $25.5- 
million  goal.  The  Campaign  is  now  having  a 
very  visible  impact  on  the  College.  In  the  fiscal 
year  1985-86,  as  compared  to  fiscal  year  '84- 
'85,  overall  giving  to  the  College  went  up  nearly 
60%.  Cash  receipts  increased  by  31%  and  the 
total  number  of  new  Founders  went  up  25%. 
"The  important  thing  is  that  this  great  support 
has  enabled  the  Venable  Hall  renovation  project 
to  reach  53%  of  its  objective  and  bring  the 
phase  one  total  for  the  new  dorms  within  93% 
of  its  goal,"  said  Syd  Settle,  chairman  of  the 
board  and  co-chairman  of  the  Campaign.  "We 
still  have  much  to  do  as  we  continue  to  raise 
major  gifts  and  get  ready  to  begin  the  area 
campaigns,"  he  added. 

Beginning  this  March,  Jimmy  Trinkle's  Area 
Campaigns  Committee  will  launch  the  first  of 
twelve  area  campaigns.  These  volunteer-led 
campaigns  will  be  conducted  in  Richmond, 
Petersburg,  in  the  Tidewater  and  Peninsula 
areas,  Washington  and  Northern  Virginia, 
Roanoke,  Lynchburg,  Charlottesville,  Charles- 
ton (W.  Va.),  North  Carolina  (Piedmont  and 
Eastern),  Danville  and  Martinsville.  After  these 
local  capital  campaigns  are  finished,  there  will 
be  a  telefund  in  May  and  June  1988  in  order  to 
get  as  broad  a  participation  in  the  overall  Cam- 
paign as  possible.  Future  College  publications 
will  highlight  the  leadership  of  these  area  efforts. 
The  Annual  Fund  will  continue  to  operate  as  it 
always  has,  because  the  fund  is  critical  to  the 
on-going  operations  of  the  College. 

Since  the  publication  of  the  last  Campaign 
Bulletin  in  May,  the  College  gratefully  acknow- 
ledges some  major  commitments  to  the  cam- 
paign (because  of  the  great  volume  of  gifts  and 
pledges  it  is  impossible  to  list  all  of  the  generous 
gifts).

The  Campaign  reached  its  minimum  interim 
objective  of  $19  million  by  the  end  of  the 
summer.  The  development  office  has  estab- 
lished a  new  goal  of  $2 1 .6  million  by  January  1 . 
"We  are  confident  that  this  objective  can  be 
achieved,  because  currently  we  have  over  $6.7 
million  in  proposals  outstanding,"  said  Peter 
Wyeth,  vice  president  for  development.  "The 
Annual  Fund  is  also  off  to  a  very  fast  start  this 
year.  Because  of  the  lower  marginal  tax  rates  in 
the  new  tax  legislation,  our  donors  are  begin- 
ning to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to 
make  lower-cost  gifts  before  the  end  of  the 
year,"  he  added.

HAT  WOULD  PROMPT  A 
serious  student  (a  Rhodes- 
Scholar-to-be,  no  less)  who 
is  already  heavily  involved  in 
student  government  and  other  activi- 
ties, to  volunteer  several  hours  a  week 
to  tutor  high  school  students? 

"It  helps  the  students  in  a 
number  of  ways,"  Maurice  Jones  '86 
explained  simply.  "At  the  very  least 
we're  helping  them  in  their  courses. 
But  on  top  of  that  we  feel  that  our 
just  being  there,  talking  to  them, 
encourages  them.  'We  hope  that 
we're  serving  as  role  models. " 

Four  years  ago,  when  he  was  just 
a  freshman,  Jones  joined  a  fledgling 
program  that  hooked  up 
Hampden-Sydney  tutors  with 
Prince  Edward  High  students. 

He  quickly  moved  up  to  director, 
and  the  program  grew  to  involve 
about  20  Hampden-Sydney  students 
and  nearly  40  Prince  Edward  High 
students.  Because  they  are  young 
enough  to  relate  but  just  old  enough 
to  intimidate,  the  college  students 
are  ideal  for  giving  the  younger 
students  the  personal,  in-depth 
instruction  that  is  often  needed  but 
impossible  in  a  crowded  classroom. 

The  program  pays  dividends  for 
both  parties.  "It's  a  rewarding  thing 
to  see  a  student  begin  to  understand 
what  you're  tutoring,"  Jones  said. 
"You  can't  beat  that  for 
compensation." 

Andy  Gray,  a  senior  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  agrees.  "I  just 
get  a  lot  of  satisfaction  out  of  help- 
ing those  kids,"  he  said.  "I  enjoy  it." 

The  program  operates  on  a 
volunteer  basis  only,  explains  Mrs. 
Avis  Addleman,  a  guidance  counse- 
lor at  the  high  school.  The  tutors 
volunteer  to  help,  the  students  ask 
to  get  the  help,  and  the  teachers 
release  the  smdents  for  the  same 
hour  each  week.  "Most  students  and 
teachers  find  it  beneficial,"  Mrs. 
Addleman  said.  "The  tutors  are 
very  cooperative  and  helpful,"  she 


added. 

She  also  stressed  that  the  tutor- 
ing program  is  not  all  remedial. 
"We  have  students  receiving  help 
in  algebra,  geometry,  and  other 
advanced  subjects,"  she  said.  "Every- 
one needs  help  at  some  time." 

Tutors  commit  themselves  to 
one  or  two  hours  each  week  and 
work  with  two  to  four  students 
apiece.  The  teachers  stay  in  touch 
with  what's  going  on.  Tutoring  is 
available  in  all  the  academic  subjects 
taught  by  the  high  school  and  at 
every  level,  from  grades  8  to  12. 

Miss  Jennifer  Halladay,  also  a 
guidance  counselor  at  Prince 
Edward,  helps  Mrs.  Addleman 
coordinate  the  program  with  David 
Blackwell  '87,  who  has  taken  over 
the  directorship  from  Maurice 
Jones. 

Blackwell,  who  is  planning  a 
teaching  career  ( and  as  a  result 
holds  a  Teaching  Fellows  Grant 
from  the  College),  enjoys  the  chal- 
lenge of  working  with  high  school 
students.  He  has  tutored  in  a  host 
of  subjects,  including  Latin  and 
calculus,  but  he  finds  the  challenge 
involves  much  more  than  subject 
matter. 

"During  my  second  semester  in 
the  program  I  had  three  students. 
One  of   them    didn't   seem    to 
want  my  help,"  Blackwell  recalls. 
"It  was  my  first  time  in  that 
almost-teacher  position,  and  I  didn't 
know  how  to  deal  with  her  attitude. 

"So  I  sat  down  and  thought 
about  it  and  decided  to  let  it  go  for 
a  week.  The  next  week  the  same 
thing  happened,  and  I  made  it  clear 
to  her  that  I  was  there  to  help  her 
and  if  she  could  get  along  without 
me  that  was  fine. 

"The  next  week  she  finally  asked 
me  some  questions.  It  made  my 
day,  I'll  tell  you.  Because  I  was  wor- 
ried about  how  I  would  get  through 
to  her." 

The  tutors  agree  that  the  support 
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of  the  teachers  has  been  a  deciding 
factor  in  making  the  program  such 
a  success.  Mrs.  P.  C  Franklin,  who 
teaches  lOth-grade  English  at  the 
high  school,  has  been  involved  in 
the  program  since  it  began.  "My 
students  were  quite  pleased  to  have 
someone  from  outside  come  in  and 
help  them,"  she  said. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  the 
students  in  the  program  have  seen 
their  grades  rise  considerably,  Mrs. 
Franklin  said.  "You  know  they 
really  care,"  she  said  of  the  tutors. 
"They  try  to  encourage  the  stu- 
dents, helping  them  see  the  impor- 
tance of  doing  well." 

It's  the  personal  attention  and 
encouragement  that  makes  the 
tutoring  effective,  Andy  Gray 
believes.  A  tutor  working  with  just 


two  or  three  students  can  be  crea- 
tive and  try  several  approaches.  "I 
didn't  explain  things  in  historical 
terms,"  Gray  said  of  history  lessons.

"I  took  everyday  events,  things  that 
they  see,  and  tried  to  make  analo- 
gies, and  they  understood  that.  If  I 
had  just  gone  over  what  was  in  the 
book  they  might  have  struck  out." 

One  added  benefit  of  the  pro- 
gram. Gray  notes,  is  the  way  it  is 
bringing  the  town  and  Hampden- 
Sydney  closer  together.  "I  got  to 
know  a  couple  of  teachers  and  a 
couple  of  guidance  people,  and  they 
were  really  nice,"  he  said.  "The 
program  gives  us  a  chance  to  meet 
some  people  around  here." 

Though  he  has  now  graduated, 
Maurice  Jones  hopes  the  tutoring 
program  will  continue  to  flourish. 
"Maybe  one  day  it  will  branch  out 
and  spill  over  into  the  junior  high 
school  in  Prince  Edward  County 
also,"  he  said.

no  way  to  judge  the  future  but  by  the  past." 

Hampden-Sydney's  rich  history  is 
inextricably  tied  to  its  future,  and  few 
people  work  harder  to  preserve  the 
one — and  ensure  the  other — than  the 
Board  of  the  Esther  Thomas  Atkinson 
Museum,  along  with  the  curator,  Mrs. 
Atkinson  herself 

The  list  of  Board  members  can't  fail 
to  impress  you.  Mrs.  Elizabeth  White- 
house,  the  new  Board  chairman  has 
been  a  leader  in  the  Lynchburg  com- 
munity for  many  years,  having  served 
on  the  Board  of  the  Fine  Arts  Center 
and  several  other  organizations.  Outgo- 
ing chairman  Mrs.  Esther  G.  Henne- 
man  has  served  in  a  variety  of  promi- 
nent positions  across  the  country, 
including  that  of  national  treasurer  of 
the  YWCA.  Daniel  M.  Hawks  '61  is 
the  coordinator  of  the  colleaions  and 
archives  and  curator  of  the  Jamestown- 
Yorktown  foundation,  as  well  as 
chairman  of  the  Yorktown  Arts  Foun- 
dation. Other  Board  members  include 
faithful  alumni,  local  community  lead-

ers,  museum  experts,  and  some  of  the 
College's  finest  professors. 

But  don't  let  the  impressive  names 
and  credentials  make  you  think  it's  a 
board  in  name  only.  An  extraordinary 
dedication  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part 
of  each  member  make  the  Museum 
Board  one  of  the  most  active  boards 
anywhere.  Mrs.  Atkinson  raves  about 
attendance  at  meetings,  where  con- 
cerns of  running  the  actual  museum 
form  only  a  small  part  of  the  business 
(but  an  important  part,  as  there  is 
nothing  easy  about  selecting  and  dis- 
playing valuable,  delicate  artifacts).  For 
the  Board  is  concerned  with  upholding 
the  entire  heritage  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  past,  and  that  involves  preserv- 
ing and  restoring  historical  articles  all 
across  campus  as  well  as  sponsoring 
lectures  and  producing  a  newsletter  to 
raise  consciousness  of  the  College's 
history. 

Aside  from  minimal  aid  from  the 
College,  the  main  financial  support  of 
the  Museum's  aaivities  and  develop- 
ment comes  from  annual  contributions 
made  by  a  wide-ranging  group  known 
as  Museum  Associates.  Membership  is 
open  to  all  interested  persons.  In  addi- 
tion, larger  gifts  and  bequests  are  used

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to  increase  the  endowment,  add  to  a 
building  fund  for  an  addition,  or  pro- 
vide for  special  equipment  and 
endeavors. 

With  their  limited  funds,  the 
Museum  Board  and  Asscxiates  have 
managed  to  restore  over  a  dozen 
important  portraits  as  well  as  other 
paintings  and  photographs. 

Over  the  years  of  its  existence,  the 
Museum  has  sponsored  many  impor- 
tant events  of  interest  to  the  surround- 
ing community  and  the  entire  state. 
Noteworthy  were  two  antique  sympo- 
sia in  successive  years,  featuring  such 
experts  as  the  curator  of  the  White 
House,  the  Honorable  Clement  E. 
Conger;  the  furniture  conservator  of 
the  Winterthur  Museum  in  Wilming- 
ton, Delaware,  John  W.  Mekxiy;  and 
the  associate  editor  of  Antiques  Maga- 
zine, Sarah  B.  Sherrill. 

The  Museum  has  also  sponsored 
lectures  by  the  Honorable  Fred 
Schwengel,  the  president  of  the  U.  S. 
Capitol  Society  and  former  congress- 
man from  Iowa;  James  W.  Jordan,  a 
Longwood  professor  who  directed 
archaeological  digs  at  the  &)llege;  Paul 
N.  Perrot,  the  director  of  the  Virginia 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts;  Colonel  Edwin 
Dooley,  curator  of  the  Museum  of  Vir- 
ginia Military  Institute;  Joe  Getty  of 
the  National  Trust  for  Historic  Pres- 
ervation; and  numerous  others.  Several 
Hampden-Sydney  professors  have 
given  Museum-sponsored  lectures  as 
well,  including  the  late  Dr.  WiUard  F. 
Bliss,  who  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Museum  Board  for  many  years,  and 
Dr.  Graves  H.  Thompson  '27,  Blair 
Professor  Emeritus  of  Latin  and  secre- 
tary of  the  Board. 

On  top  of  all  such  activity,  the 
Museum  Board  saw  the  Museum 
through  a  major  move  in  1976,  from 
Bagby  Hall  (where  the  museum  was 
first  permanently  housed  in  1970)  to 
the  old  Post  Office.  Dr.  Bliss  called  the 
move  "not  only  a  physical  transfer  but 
a  renewal  of  the  Museum's  purpose  .  .  . 
(as)  an  important  educational  force  on 
campus." 

So  the  Museum  continues  to  grow, 
not  simply  as  a  home  for  valuable 
artifacts  but  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
College's  educational  system.  Student 
workers  at  the  Museum  benefit  most.

perhaps,  as  they  gain  rare  work  expe- 
rience and  glimpses  into  the  immedi- 
acy of  history. 

Mrs.  Atkinson,  an  untiring  curator 
who  almost  singlehandedly  established 
both  the  Museum  and  the  Board,  says 
the  Museum  is  sparking  more  and 
more  interest  among  students,  which 
in  nirn  is  sparking  their  interest  in  his- 
tory in  general.  "You  wouldn't  believe 
how  helpful  our  student  assistants 
have  been,"  she  said.  "One  gave  three 
or  four  very  good  suggestions  when  he 
left,  suggestions  the  Board  has  aaed 
on.  Another  sent  me  clippings  from 
the  Washington  paper.  They  wouldn't 
do  that  if  they  weren't  sincerely 
interested. " 

Some  alumni  now  serving  on  the 
Board  began  as  student  assistants,  such 
as  N.  Hartley  Schearer  '68,  a  media 
specialist  for  Winchester  City  Schcx)ls, 
and  Thomas  H.  Shomo  '69,  treasurer 
for  Garden  Delis  of  Virginia. 

Many  of  the  non-alumni  on  the 
Board  naturally  have  close  Hampden- 
Sydney  connections.  Mrs.  Whitehouse 
is  married  to  Dr.  Francis  R.  White- 
house  '34,  a  former  trustee  who  funded 
the  Whitehouse  Residence  Hall. 
Their  son,  Robert,  is  also  a  Hampden- 
Sydney  graduate.  Mrs.  Henneman  is 
married  to  John  B.  Henneman  '20. 

"Hampden-Sydney's  history  is  cer- 
tainly worth  preserving,  and  the 
Museum  is  very  valuable  in  underscor- 
ing important  aspects  of  our  history," 
said  Mrs.  Whitehouse,  when  asked 
why  she  devotes  so  much  time  to  the 
Museum.  "My  devotion  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  been  prompted  by  my 
admiration  for  the  liberal  arts  educa- 
tion it  has  given  its  students  and  by 
observation  of  the  splendid  young  men 
these  students  become.  The  Museum 
preserves  the  history  of  these  men  " 

Other  Board  members  have  no  prior 
connections  with  the  Q)llege,  and  their 
attraction  to  the  Museum  is  a  testa- 
ment to  the  importance  oi  Hampden- 


Sydney's  history.  Elizabeth  LeSueur  of 
Arvonia  has  a  degree  in  museum  work 
and  has  worked  at  the  Virginia 
Museum  and  in  Colonial  Williamsburg. 
Daniel  Hawks  of  Williamsburg,  men- 
tioned above,  is  another  example. 

In  1981  the  Museum  and  the  Col- 
lege formed  a  closer  working  relation- 
ship and  now  the  College  helps  sup- 
port the  utilities  and  routine 
maintenance  of  the  facility.  The  Col- 
lege president  selects  Board  members 
from  nominations  made  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board,  and  the 
president  and  College  trustees  give 
final  approval  of  the  chairman  and 
other  officers. 

The  Museum  Board  is  currently 
divided  into  five  committees:  the 
Development  Committee,  chaired  by 
Rt)bert  T  Jerome,  who  is  retired  from 
Kimberley-Clarke;  the  Acquisitions  and 
G)llections  Committee,  chaired  by 
Daniel  Hawks  '61;  the  Exhibits  and  Pro- 
grams committee,  chaired  by  Tommy 
Shomo  '69;  the  Personnel  Q)mmittee, 
chaired  by  Hartley  Schearer  '68;  and 
the  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of 
Mrs.  Whitehouse,  chairman;  Tommy 
Shomo  '69,  vice-chairman;  Dr.  Graves 
Thompson  '27,  secretary;  George  M. 
Peters,  director  of  capital  programs  for 
the  &:)llege;  and  Mrs.  Atkinson,  ex 
officio.

GAINST  A  SKYLINE  OF 
Federal-style  buildings  and 
300-year-old  oaks,  the  two 
green  satellite  dishes  near 
the  library  kxjk  a  little  out  of  place. 
But  once  you  nestle  into  the  sound- 
proof rooms  in  the  library's  basement 
and  watch  programs  and  documen- 
taries from  all  over  the  world,  you 
realize  that  Hampden-Sydney  now 
has  a  place  for  just  about  everything. 
The  place  is  the  Fuqua  Interna- 
tional Communications  Center,  and 
the  just-about-everything  includes 
satellite  TV,  short  wave  radio, 
compact  disc  players,  complex 
computer  equipment  and  programs, 
a  laser  printer,  audio-visual  equip- 
ment (in  both  American  and  Euro- 
pean formats),  over  500  films  and 
documentaries,  more  traditional 
materials  such  as  slides  and  record 
albums,  a  production  rtK)m,  and  a 
new  librarian  on  the  way  who  knows 
how  to  turn  all  that  technology  into 
a  great  learning  experience. 

The  Mil  tduJ study  carrels  in  the  Fmpu  Internj- 
tionul  Comnmnicjtions  Center  offer  all  varieties  of 
uudto-iisital  atid  cnmputtng  equipment. 


"It's  here  and  it's  better  than 
anyone  could  have  imagined,"  said 
David  Norden,  head  librarian,  while 
showing  off  the  large  classroom, 
the  seven  seminar  rooms,  and  six- 
teen work  stations.  He  was  particu- 
larly excited  about  the  furniture, 
with  its  versatile  modular  walls  and 
comfortable  chairs  and  sofas. 

In  the  planning  stages  the  work 
stations  were  called  "individual  car- 
rels," but  now  the  term  is  wholly 
inadequate  for  the  large,  heavy-duty, 
office-style  work  stations,  each  of 
which  includes  several  pieces  of 
audio-visual  and  computer  equip- 
ment. Soon  programs  will  be  avail- 
able that  fully  integrate  the  compu- 
ters with  the  audio-visual  programs, 
allowing  students  to  interact  in  use- 
ful and  creative  ways.  (No  more 
passive  watching  or  listening  to 
educational  programs;  when  you 
doze,  the  machines  will  doze  too.  It 
will  be  almost  better — or  worse — 
than  live  teachers.) 
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The  spacious  check-out  area  is 
sure  to  be  in  constant  use,  judging 
by  the  shelves  and  shelves  of  mate- 
rials available.  The  nearby  produc- 
tion room  will  allow  students  to 
create  their  own  tapes,  slideshows, 
and  the  like. 

What  makes  the  Center  unusual 
is  its  combination  of  print  and 
audio-visual  materials  into  a  single 
coUeaion;  what  makes  it  virtually 
unique  is  its  integration  of  the 
international  dimension  with 
relatively  standard  materials  into  a 
single  comprehensive  learning 
resource.  What  makes  it  effective  is 
its  use  of  very  "ordinary"  as 
opposed  to  strictly  "educational" 
materials.  For  instance,  a  student 
can  learn  French  much  more  easily 
by  watching  real  French  newscasts 
and  playing  French  computer 
games  than  by  repeating  textbook

phrases  in  a  language  lab. 

"There's  no  end  to  the  uses  we 
will  find  for  the  Center,"  Norden 
said.  Professors  will  be  able  to  bring 
even  large  classes  over  for  special 
viewings  and  demonstrations.  The 
small  rooms  will  hold  five  to  ten 
students  for  seminars,  group  pro- 
jects, and  simple  entertainment. 
The  community  also  will  have 
access  to  the  Center,  as  it  has  to  the 
rest  of  the  librar)'. 

While  it's  impossible  to  judge 
the  impact  the  Center  will  have  on 
general  student  activities,  many 
exciting  possibilities  are  already 
being  explored.  The  student  news- 
paper staff  is  planning  to  switch  to 
Macintosh  computers  and  laser 
printing  to  produce  The  Tiger. 
That  means  the  reporters  will  be 
able  to  write  their  stories  on  their 
own  Mac  (or  one  of  the  26  student- 
use  Macs  in  the  Center  or  the  Mac 
Lab)  and  editors  will  be  able  to  edit 


them  and  run  them  out  on  the  laser 
printer,  saving  the  expensive  and 
time-consuming  task  of  rekeying 
everything  into  a  typesetter. 

The  Center  occupies  what  used 
to  be  the  Heritage  Room  in  the 
basement  of  the  library,  now 
expanded  to  include  the  patio  that 
was  just  outside  the  room.  The  con- 
struction was  funded  by  a  $400,000 
gift  by  trustee  J.B.  Fuqua  of  Fuqua 
Industries  in  Atlanta,  who  earlier 
had  funded  the  Computer  Center. 
The  actual  equipment  in  the  Com- 
munications Center  was  provided 
by  various  individuals  and  founda- 
tions, especially  by  the  Pew  Memor- 
ial Trust,  which  gave  $100,000  in 
1983.  The  furniture  in  the  Center 
was  provided  by  American  Seating, 
a  Fuqua  Industries  company.  The 
Jessie  Ball  duPont  Religious,  Charit- 
able and  Educational  Fund  has  also 
established,  with  $175,000  of  its 
$250,000  grant,  an  endowment 
fund  for  operating  expenses  of  the 
Center. 

Additional  major  gifts  were 
received  from  Raymond  B.  Bottom, 
Jr.  '51,  Citicorp,  Dorothy  F.  Cooney, 
M.D.,  Tbe  Daily  Press,  The  Huston 
Foundation,  the  Morgan  Guaranty 
Trust  of  New  York  Charitable 
Trust,  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Humanities,  and  the  William 
H.,  John  G.,  and  Emma  Scott 
Foundation.  The  Center  incorporates 
the  Metcalf  Music  Center,  which  had 
been  made  possible  by  a  gift  from 
Mrs.  John  Calvin  Metcalf. 

As  a  Richmond  Times-Dispatch 
editorial  on  the  Center  said  last 
year,  Hampden-Sydney  is  "serving 
as  an  educational  pioneer  in  its 
third  century  as  a  liberal  arts  col- 
lege."  The  Fuqua  International 
Communications  Center  is  certainly 
the  finest  of  its  kind  among  small 
colleges  in  the  state,  and  even  large 
universities  generally  don't  have  the 
international  capabilities  that  will 
bring  the  world  to  the  fingertips  of 
Hampden-Sydney  students.

An  interview  with

\  Y/   was  a  child  growing  up  in

teacher told  him  the  story  of  a  dog 
named  Sounder. 

Armstrong,  now  more  than  70, 
recalls  Charles  Jones,  the 
storyteller,  as  a  gray 
haired  black  man

told  Armstrong  stories  and  began 
to  teach  the  young  white  boy  to 
read  before  he  was  old  enough  to 
attend  school. 

One  night,  sitting  in  the  kitchen 
of  the  Armstrongs'  Rockbridge 
County  farmhouse,  Jones  told  Arm- 
strong about  a  dog  from  the 
classics,  Argus,  the 
faithful  dog  of 
Odysseus.  Then  he 
told  a  story  from

his  own  mem- 
ory, the  story 
of  Sounder. 

"The  only 
thing  I  really 
remembered 
was  the  name  of 
the  dog,"  Arm- 
strong said.  "But 
this  man  had  such  ter- 
rific qualities,  that  I  won- 
dered how  he  had  been  made  and  I 
created  what  I  thought  could  have 
been  his  boyhood." 

That  story  of  a  young  boy  and  his 
dog  was  Armstrong's  best-selling 
novel  Sounder.  The  book,  pub- 
lished in  1969,  won  the  John  New- 
bery  Medal,  a  prestigious  award  for 
children's  literature.  It  has  since 
been  translated  into  28  languages 
and  was  made  into  a  1972  movie 
starring  Cicely  Tyson.  The 
book  continues  to  sell  well 
in  the  United  States, 
where  it  is  used  in  junior 
high  and  middle  schools. 

In  June,  fifty  years 
after  his  graduation, 
Armstrong  was  awarded 
an  honorary  doctorate 
from  the  Col- 
lege. He  had 
not  visited 


g 
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the  campus  often  since  1936, 
and  once  back  among  the  oaks 
and  ancient  bricks  of  the  college, 
Armstrong  had  no  difficulty  dust- 
ing off  the  memories  of  classes, 
professors,  and  friends. 

Some  of  those  memories,  like 
his  boyhood  recollections,  influ- 
enced Armstrong's  best-known 
book. 

When  he  arrived,  Armstrong 
said,  he  first  went  down  the  road 
a  way  to  see  if  Mercy  Seat  Baptist 
Church  was  still  there.  He  was 
pleased  to  see  that  the  church 
stands  and  has  an  active 
congregation. 

"I  used  to  hear  the  gospel 
music  there  when  I'd  walk  by. 
One  of  my  old  janitor  buddies 
died  and  I  went  to  his  funeral 
there, "  Armstrong  said.  "When- 
ever I  go  down  south,  I  find  a 
black  church.  I  love  the  music.  At 
one  of  them  the  minister  came 
back  and  introduced  himself  and 
handed  me  a  hymnbook.  'This  is 
just  for  the  words,'  he  said.  'We've 
got  the  beat.'  " 

"There  are  a  lot  of  sounds  in 
Sounder"  Armstrong  continued; 
"I  got  some  of  them  there  at 
Mercy  Seat." 

Hampden-Sydney  is  also 
where  Armstrong  decided  on  a 
career.  His  Greek  professor, 
David  C.  Wilson,  talked  to  him 
about  teaching.  "From  the  begin- 
ning I  was  sold  on  the  idea,"  he 
recalls.  And  he  has  taught  for  49 
years  now,  most  of  them  at  Kent 
School,  a  boarding  school  in 
Kent,  Connecticut,  near  his 
home.  The  school  reminds  him, 
he  says,  of  Hampden-Sydney  in 
the  1930's.  "One  afternoon,"  for 
example,  "four  Kent  students 
came  and  helped  load  sheep 
manure  for  a  colleague's  garden. " 

""I  love  my  life  as  a  teacher.  It's 
an  easy  job.  You  have  lots  of  free 
time  and  not  only  that,  but  who 
knows,  you  might  do  a  little

good." 

The  course  he  teaches  is  called 
General  Studies,  "for  lack  of  a 
better  name,"  Armstrong  said. 
"The  first  three  months  I  teach 
this  course  in  how  to  study  to  all

the  new  ninth-graders  who  come 
into  Kent  School.  Then  we  apply 
what  we've  learned  to  the  study 
of  the  Hebrews,  Greeks,  and 
Romans  from  whom  we  came." 

He  has  no  intention  of  retir- 
ing. "I  hope  one  day  to  just  run 
out  of  breath  in  class.  " 

That,  however,  does  not  seem 
likely  to  happen.  Armstrong 
speaks  with  the  cadence  of  a 
teacher,  moves  rapidly,  jokes  a 
lot.  He  has  a  small  sheep  farm 
and  lives  in  a  house  he  built  him- 
self and  where  he  raised  his  three 
children  after  losing  his  wife  to  a 
heart  attack  when  she  was  38. 
"When  people  see  my  woodpile 
they  can't  believe  my  age.  Teach- 
ing boys  keeps  you  young.  " 

Although  Armstrong  still 
thinks  of  himself  as  a  teacher  and 
farmer,  not  an  author,  he  has 
published  four  novels  and  13 
other  books,  most  of  them  about 
education.  He  wrote  a  children's 
book  on  the  education  of  Abe 
Lincoln  and  one  on  Grandma 
Moses,  called  Barefoot  in  the 
Grass.  "\  wanted  to  write  a  book 
that  pointed  out  that  people  once 


enjoyed  work.  The  person  I  chose 
was  Grandma  Moses." 

Armstrong's  writing  career 
started  in  1950,  when  the 
school's  headmaster  encouraged 
Armstrong  to  write  a  book  based 
on  his  teaching  methods.  ""You 
have  the  best-prepared,  best- 
disciplined,  best-organized  stu- 
dents in  the  school,"  Armstrong 
recalls  the  headmaster  saying. 
"You  should  write  what  you  do.  " 
The  result.  Studying  is  Hard 
Work,  was  Armstrong's  first 
book.  He  then  collaborated  on  a 
textbook  history  of  the  ancient 
world  and  wrote  a  string  of 
books  for  young  readers  and  their 
teachers. 

""After  that  one  thing  just  led 
to  another,"  Armstrong  said. 

Sounder  was  the  rebirth  of  an 
interest  in  fiction  writing  for 
Armstrong.  The  first  inkling  that 
he  might  have  a  talent  for  fiction 
came,  Armstrong  said,  when  he 
was  a  sophomore  at  Augusta  Mil- 
itary Academy. 

He  had  written  a  story  about  a 
crippled  boy  who  watched  help- 
lessly as  his  pet  cat  destroyed  a 
bird  nest.  His  teacher  could  not 
believe  that  the  story  had  been 
written  by  a  student  and  accused 
Armstrong  of  plagiarism.  '"Later, 
in  college,  I  used  the  same  story. 
Then  I  began  to  think,  "Gee,  I'm 
going  to  write  some.   " 

At  Hampden-Sydney,  he  wrote 
fiction  and  edited  the  carnpus 
literary  magazine,  The  Garnet. 

"When  I'm  writing  a  book,  I 
get  up  at  a  quarter  of  four  in  the 
morning  and  I  write  with  a  pen- 
cil on  a  lined  tablet  until  7  o'clock 
and  then  I  go  to  school  and  teach 
my  students  and  I  don't  write  any 
more  that  day, "  Armstrong  said. 

The  last  book  Armstrong  has 
written  was  "Tawny  and  Dingo," 
which  was  published  five  years 
ago.  _ 

"I've  always  wanted  to  write  a 
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book  about  an  orphaned  lamb, " 
Armstrong  said.  "I  could  never 
get  the  right  approach  until  one 
day  I  was  reading  the  New  Tes- 
tament, and  I  came  upon  the 
verse,  'The  first  shall  be  last,  and 
the  last  shall  be  first.'  If  there's 
anything  in  the  world  that  starts 
last,  it's  an  orphaned  lamb.  The 
lamb's  name  was  Tawny  and  the 
only  friend  he  had  in  the  world 
was  a  sheep  dog  named  Dingo.  " 

"I  was  given  a  lot  of  ideas  by 
my  various  publishers  and 
agents,  who  wanted  me  to  con- 
sider writing  this  or  that,  but  I 
never  did,"  he  confessed.  "I've 
only  written  a  book  when  I've 
had  an  idea  that  wouldn't  let  me 
rest.  I've  never  written  until  it 
was  right.  I  think  I  thought  about 
Sounder  for  three  or  four  years 
before  I  ever  wrote  a  word." 
Because  his  ideas  take  so  long  to 
germinate,  he  has  never  been 
tempted  to  give  up  teaching  to 
write  full-time. 

"If  I  have  a  secret  to  writ- 
ing, it  is  'the  art  of  omis- 
sion.' Sounder  has  no  place, 
no  time  frame;  the  charac- 
ters aren't  named.  The  boy 
is  just  the  boy.  It  could  be 
anybody.  It  could  be  you  or 
me. 

"That  idea  came  from 
years  of  listening  to  my 
Scotch  Presbyterian  mother 
who  read  me  stories  of  the 
Old  Testament.  It  struck  me 
at  the  age  of  40  that  David's 
age  was  never  given. 

"When  I  went  to  get  the 
cows  at  age  10,  I  could  be 
David.  At  age  12,1  could 
still  be  David  going  to  slay 
Goliath." 

In  the  book,  only  Sounder 
had  a  name.  For  the  movie, 
the  characters  were  given 
names  and  Armstrong's  plot 
was  changed  to  lessen  the 
pain  and  injustice  in  the 


boy's  life. 

Armstrong  did  not  object.  "I 
didn't  even  go  on  the  set,"  he 
said.  "I'd  spoken  to  Cicely  and 
the  director.  They  were  deter- 
mined that  it  would  be  beautiful. 

"We  had  it  worked  out  that 
there  would  be  nothing  that 
would  distract  from  the  spirit  of 
the  book  and  its  lessons.  I've 
always  thought  that  whenever  a 
teacher  writes  a  book,  it  should 
teach  something. " 

The  lesson  of  Sounder,  he  said, 
is  that  "love,  self-respect,  and  the 
desire  to  learn  make  that  boy 
indestructible.  They  could  not 
defeat  him." 

True  to  its  inspiration,  the 
book  includes  a  black  school- 
teacher who  befriends  the  boy, 
who  is  on  a  lonely  search  for  his 
imprisoned  father.  When  the  boy 
tells  the  teacher  his  story,  he  beg- 
ins, "I  had  a  father  and  a  dog 
named  Sounder. "  By  the  end  of 


the  book,  he  has  lost  both 
under  cruel  circumstances,  but 
has  gained  strength  and 
understanding. 

A  British  reviewer  observed 
concisely  that  the  unnamed  char- 
acters stood  for  thousands,  black 
and  white,  who  with  dignity  and 
love  and  self-respect  survived, 
even  though  the  world  would 
destroy  them. 

The  book  is  often  given  to 
children  in  the  Reading  Is  FUN- 
damental  Program.  Teachers  like 
a  book  about  a  boy  who  wants  to 
learn,  and  Armstrong  delights  in 
the  letters  he  receives  daily  from 
schoolchildren  who  have  read  the 
tale  he  wove  from  imagination 
and  his  own  treasured  childhood 
memories. 

Armstrong  wrote  of  the 
strength  of  memories  in  Sounder, 
referring  to  the  boy  at  the  end  of 
the  book:  "Years  later,  walking 
the  earth  as  a  man,  it  would  all 
sweep  back  over  him,  again 
and  again,  like  an  echo  on 
the  wind. 

"The  pine  trees  would  look 
down  forever  on  a  lantern 
burning  out  of  oil  but  never 
going  out.  A  harvest  moon 
would  cast  shadows  forever 
of  a  mari  walking  upright, 
his  dog  bouncing  after  him. 
And  the  quiet  of  the  night 
would  fill  and  echo  again 
,      with  the  deep  voice  of 
i      Sounder,  the  great  coon

know  why  I  set  out  to  write 
what  I  do,  but  I  do  seem  to 
have  an  inner  voice  that 
tells  me  to  turn  left  or  right  or  go  in 
this  direction  instead  of  that.  I  don't 
know  why  that  voice  is  there;  I 
don't  know  whether  I've  manufac- 
tured it  or  there  really  is  something 
speaking  to  me.  Call  it  the  muse.  I 
think  there  is  sometimes  a  muse, 
really — the  Greeks  knew  what  they 
were  talking  about,  as  usual.  Some- 
thing gives  you  direction,  makes 
you  make  certain  choices.  I  guess 
the  environmentalists  would  say 
you've  been  'traumatized'  or  this 
that  or  the  other. 

It  does  seem  to  me  that  most  of 
the  writing  I  consider  first-rate 
arose  out  of  some  sort  of  distress  or 
misfortune  somewhere  along  the 


line.  Certainly  the  writers  who  were 
the  gcxis  of  my  youth  all  had  diffi- 
culties. They  may  even  have  influ- 
enced those  who  admired  them  to 
seek  out  difficulties.  You  began  to 
think  that  to  be  a  writer  you  had  to 
suffer  somehow. 

Is  sufjenng  the  only  teacher? 

I  went  out  to  the  University  of 
Iowa  for  one  term,  on  a  scholarship 
to  attend  the  writer's  workshop.  I 
had  just  finished  college,  and  I 
didn't  know  anybody  who  wrote.  I 
was  living  in  Farmville.  I  had 
rented  a  room  and  tried  to  write. 
Of  course  I  wasn't  doing  anything 
of  any  value  at  all.  I  was  just  feeling 
around,  trying  to  find  out  what  you 
did  do.  Then  I  chanced  to  read  an 
article  about  the  writer's  workshop 
and  went  out  there  just  to  be 
among  writers.  But  after  I  was 
there  a  couple  of  weeks  the  very 
thing  that  had  attracted  me  repelled 
me.  It  was  too  academic,  there  were 
too  damn  many  writers.  They  were 
talking  too  arty.  And  I  realized  you 
can  get  to  a  point  where  all  you're 
doing  is  talking — you're  never 
writing. 

But  you  can  become  too  damn 
smart — so  well-read,  so  immersed 
in  all  the  excellence  of  literature, 
that  you  find  it  hard  to  pick  up  your 
pen  against  it.  Who  can  write  poe- 
try after  reading  Keats.-*  The  temp- 
tation is  to  throw  up  your  hands  in 
despair. 

So  you  prefer  being  a  loner.^ 

When  I  come  out  with  a  book  the 
publishers  expect  me  to  have  all 
these  literary  contacts.  And  I  don't 
have  them.  I  just  don't  have  them. 
Never  have  had  them.  And  they 
say.  Well,  don't  you  have  anyone 
you  want  to  send  some  books 
to.-*' — and  I  may  have  a  list  of  about 
half  a  dozen  people,  two  of  them 
cousins.  I  guess  I'm  complaining  to 
a  certain  extent.  There  is  this  group 
that  hangs  together,  a  sort  of  liter- 
ary Mafia,  and  they  look  after  each 
other.  They  review  each  others' 
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books  in  certain  publications,  and  it 
makes  a  lot  of  difference.  I  guess  if 
you  live  up  in  New  York  and  you 
get  to  know  somebody  who  knows 
somebody,  the  word  passes  around. 
Sue,  my  wife,  has 
always  said  I  made 
a  big  mistake  in

not  going  to 

live  in  New 

York.  But  I 

think  I 

would've 

gone  crazy 

and  shot 

myself  or 

become  a  drunk 

or  something.  The 

chief  end  of  anybody 

— a  writer  or  anybody 

— is  to  endure.  I  don't  think  I 

could' ve  endured  up  there. 

You've  had  a  great  run  lately 
it  wasn't  always  so. 

I  guess  the  low  point  was  about 
five  or  six  years  ago.  I  couldn't  get 
anything  published.  I  never  stopped 
writing,  but  nothing  was  happen- 
ing. And  I  was  almost  despairing.  I 
never  despaired  to  the  point  of  say- 
ing I'm  going  to  go  out  and  shoot 
myself  or  something  like  that.  I  said 
to  myself,  hell,  there  are  a  lot  of 
things  you  like  to  do. 
I  like  to  sail,  get  drunk, 
play  tennis. 

Then  a  letter  came 
one  day  from  my  agent 
and  the  Seivanee 
Review  had  bought 
a  story.  Now  I've  been 


in  some  pretty  good  magazines,  but 
that  was  really  the  first  sort  of 
"literary"  acceptance  in  a  long  time. 
Seems  the  past  editor  in  his  declin- 
ing years  had  just  let  stacks — 

literally  stacks — of  manuscripts 
pile  up  in  his  office.  And 
George  G3re,  the  new 
editor,  had  to  go  in 
and  start  on  it.  And 
out  of  all  those 
stacks  he  dug  that 
story  out.  Didn't 
know  me,  didn't 
know  a  thing  about 
me  or  my  work  ex- 
cept that  he  wanted  to 
publish  that  story. 


I  remember  walking  to  the  post 
office  that  day — by  then  I  didn't 
expect  anything,  I  just  went  over  to 
see  what  was  in  the  box — and  I 
could  hardly  believe  it.  He  became 
one  of  my  biggest  supporters.  I've 
published  more  stories  in  the 
Seivanee  Review  than  any  other 
writer  living  or  dead!  And  I  still 
hear  from  him. 

W^bat's  new  since  Godfires.'^ 
I've  got  a  novel  up  in  New  York 
now  that  I'm  nervous  about.  Viking 
has  it  and  I've  got  a  feeling  that 
they're  kind  of  testing  the  waters. 
My  agent  says  it's  a  good  novel.  She 
doesn't  think  it's  as  strong  as  God- 
fires,  but  I  think  what  she  means  by 
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that  is  that  it  isn't  as  "sensational " 
or  "commercial"  or  whatever  you 
want  to  call  it. 

One  of  the  few  pleasant  things 
that's  happened  to  me  in  New 
York  is  my  relationship  with  my 
agent,  Emily  Jacobson.  I've  been 
with  her  for  a  long  time.  For  years 
she  didn't  know  what  to  make  of 
me — she  didn't  know  whether  I 
was  a  "popular "  writer  or  a 
"serious"  writer,  or  somehow  con- 
fused somewhere  in  between.  She 
wanted  to  do  the  right  thing,  but 
she  didn't  know  what  to  do.  Well,  I 
think  I've  finally  won  her  over.  She 
isn't  making  peanuts  off  me,  but 
she's  really  on  my  side,  and  that's 
very  gratifying,  knowing  you  have 
someone  up  there  who'll  hang  with 
you. 

So  I  have  a  lot  to  be  grateful  for. 
If  I  wanted  to  tell  young  writers 
anything,  it's  that  they've  got  to 
endure!  You've  got  to  endure! 
Tell  vie  about  your  faniily. 

My  family  all  were  in  coal.  My 
mother  was  the  granddaughter  of  a 
man  very  much  like  James  Mac- 
Glaughlin,  the  mine  owner  in  The 
Dark  Mountains.  His  name  was 
Beckley,  as  in  Beckley,  West  Virgi- 
nia; the  town  was  named  for  his 
people.  She  had  a  cousin  whose 
father  was  a  mine  operator  in  Jen- 
kins, Kentucky,  and  the  cousin 
invited  my  mother  over  for  a  dance 
at  the  YMCA,  which  was  the  center 
of  life  in  a  coal  camp,  the  place 
where  you  got  your  hair  ait  or  ttx)k 
a  bath.  They  had  a  pool  table,  I'm 
sure,  and  a  little  caf^.  And  she  came 
to  this  dance,  and  met  my  father. 
He  was  from  Maryland — a  lot  of 
Germans  live  up  there,  a  million 
Hoffmans.  He  went  into  World 
War  I  (I  guess  he  lied  about  his 
age)  and  didn't  go  to  college, 
though  his  parents  were  fairly  sub- 
stantial; his  father  was  a  judge. 
After  the  war  he  had  gone  out  to 
the  coal  fields  near  Jenkins  to  find 
work. 

A  short  time  later  they  were

married.  My  father  was  so  poor  he 
had  to  borrow  the  money  to  pay 
the  preacher,  but  my  mother, 
through  her  grandfather,  was  a 
woman  of  some  property  by  the 
standards  of  those  people  out  there. 
So  in  a  sense  he  almost  married  the 
boss's  daughter,  or  granddaughter. 
How  did  you  end  up  at 
Hampden-Sydney? 

I  was  in  a  hospital  when  I  first 
came  back  from  Europe,  and  had 
gotten  a  furlough,  and  had  gone 
back  to  West  "Virginia.  I  thought  I 
was  going  to  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia. I  ran  with  this  crowd  in 
Charleston,  the  ne'er-do-wells,  and 
all  of  us  wanted  to  go  to  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia,  and  a  great  many 
did.  But  my  great-grandfather  was 
Scotch,  and  my  family  were  solid 
Presbyterians — till  I  went  to  World 
War  II  I  don't  reckon  I  ever  missed 
going  to  Sunday  Sch(x)l  or  church 
in  my  life.  And  a  number  of  my 
predecessors  in  the  family  had  gone 
to  Hampden-Sydney.  In  fact  my 
great  uncle  and  my  wife's  father 
had  been  at  Hampden-Sydney 
together,  though  we  didn't  know  it 
when  we  met.  And  I  had  a  couple 
of  cousins  there,  and  another  cou- 
sin, Thomas  P.  Young,  who  became 
Moderator  of  the  Southern  Presby- 
terian Church — that's  the  highest 
thing  you  can  become,  like  being 
the  president  or  the  emperor  or 


something.  (You  ask  any  Presbyter- 
ian what  the  moderator  is  and  he'll 
snap  to,  he'll  snap  to!) 

So  everybody  said,  "Why  don't 
you  go  to  Hampden-Sydney.''"  They 
were  real  worried  about  me.  I  was 
supremely  nervous,  and  unreliable, 
and  they  talked  me  into  sending  for 
a  catalogue.  A  couple  of  days  later 
the  phone  rang,  and  it  was  a  man 
named  Dean  Wilson. 

He  was  very  gruff  when  he 
called.  He  said,  "Buoy,  bwoy,  why 
don't  you  come  on  down  here,  we 
got  an  accelerated  program  starting 
up,  you're  just  wasting  your  time 
waiting  around  for  the  University 
of  Virginia."  And  he  just  talked  me 
into  it. 

I  can't  tell  you  how  ignorant  I 
was.  I'd  been  in  the  army,  I  couldn't 
use  a  two-syllable  word,  I  hadn't 
written  anything  hardly  for  years.  I 
was  so  darn  nervous  I  could  hardly 
do  anything,  and  I  had  to  fill  out 
my  application  in  front  of  this  great 
big  gruff  man.  Dean  Wilson,  who 
was  watching  every  move  I  made  as 
I  did  it.  And  I  got  along  pretty  well 
until  I  got  to  "religion."  And  I 
wasn't  sure  how  to  spell  Presbyter- 
ian. But  1  must  have  done  it  right 
because  I  was  allowed  to  stay. 

And  I  stayed  nervous.  But  those 
great  men — Dean  "Greek"  Wilson 
(who,  it  turned  out,  had  a  heart  of 
gold),  Maurice  Allan,  Charlie 
McRae,  Curry  Winston,  Graves 
Thompson,  Ned  Crawley  (he  was 
just  starting,  but  he  was  already 
teaching  in  the  old  tradition) — they 
knew  that  I  was  a  troubled  individ- 
ual, that  they  couldn't  just  treat  me 
as  a  name,  that  they  had  to  take  a 
little  time.  And  they  did.  They  were 
very  kind  to  me.  I  was  nasty  and 
rebellious,  just  not  easy  to  live  with. 
But  the  care  these  people  took  with 
me  saved  me,  I  really  believe.  I 
really  believe  it  did.  And  as  the  time 
went  on — I  got  through  there  in 
three  years  plus  summer  school — 
why,  they  just  made  me  over.  They 
took  a  lot  of  that  nasty  stuff  out  of 
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me  and  put  some  good  smff  back 
and  by  the  time  I  left  there  I  was  a 
halfway  decent  human  being. 

What  was  it  like  to  go  from  war 
to  the  classroom? 

When  I  arrived  everybody  here 
had  just  left  the  service,  except  for 
about  25  civilian  students,  most  of 
them  16  or  17  years  old,  boys  who 
were  too  young  for  the  draft.  And 
here  came  all  these  veterans — a  lot 
of  them  pretty  tough  characters  of  a 
type  that  Hampden-Sydney  had 
never  seen  before,  men  who  had 
driven  tanks  or  been  pilots  or  com- 
bat infantrymen. 

In  the  old  days,  new  students  had 
to  submit  to  all  sorts  of  things,  like 
wearing  little  beanie  caps  and  signs 
around  their  necks  declaring  their 
full  names  and  where  they  were 
from.  And  if  an  upperclassman  saw 
a  freshman  violate  the  code,  he 
wrote  the  freshman's  name  on  a 
slip  of  paper  and  dropped  it  into  a 
box  in  Morton  Hall.  Then  the  Vig- 
ilance Committee  would  visit  the 
freshman  and  tell  him  what  he  had 
done  wrong,  give  him  a  chance  to 
repent,  and  end  up  by  administer- 
ing some  special  instruction  with 
the  end  of  a  large  wooden  paddle. 

Well,  the  veterans  simply 
wouldn't  submit  to  all  that.  The  VC 
would  come  to  visit  and  find  them 
drinking  and  cussing  and  spitting 
on  the  floor  and  generally  being 
ungentlemanly,  really;  and  the  vete- 
rans would  just  throw  the  VC  out 
of  the  room,  oftentimes  breaking 
the  paddles  and  throwing  the  pieces 
after  them.  So  it  developed  that 
after  1946  only  non-veterans  still 
had  to  wear  the  beanies  and  signs. 

What  did  you  m-ean  by  "the  old 
tradition  "  of  teaching? 

It's  a  Presbyterian  view  that 
hardship  is  character-building,  and 
the  great  old  teachers  that  were 
here  when  I  came  in  1946  were 
almost  all  of  a  mind  to  build  charac- 
ter. I  suppose  most  of  these  men 
thought  of  themselves  first  as 
Presbyterians,  as  religious  men,  and 


only  secondly  as  teachers.  The  reli- 
gious life  was  really  important  to 
them  both  individually  and  as  far  as 
the  student  was  concerned.  The 
S0//1  was  the  most  important  thing, 
not  the  mind,  though  the  mind 
came  very  close  thereafter.  And 
they  felt  that  the  highest  calling  any 
man  could  have  was  the  ministry. 
There  was  just  nothing  that  com- 
pared to  it,  not  medicine,  or  law,  or 
politics. 

And  therefore  they  expected 
more  of  you  if  they  thought  you 
were  going  to  become  a  minister. 
There  were  a  lot  of  pre-ministerial 
students  then,  probably  10  or  15 
percent  of  the  student  body.  And 
these  men  were  often  treated  more 
harshly  and  put  to  a  sterner  test 
because  of  the  life  they  had  chosen 
to  lead  and  what  would  be  expected 
of  them.  In  an  odd  way  that  was  a 
kind  of  preferment. 

These  were  dramatic  teachers. 
They  didn't  believe  in  just  standing 
up  there  reciting  a  lesson  from  a 
paper.  They  roamed  around  the 
classroom,  they  paced,  they 
pounded,  they  shouted — sometimes 
you  would  walk  into  Morton  Hall 
and  there  would  be  three  or  four  of 
them  shouting  and  you  would  think 
you  were  in  bedlam  or  something. 
They'd  pound  the  walls.  Dr.  Gilmer

would  climb  on  top  of  his  desk  and 
jump  off  again  to  illustrate  fresh- 
man physics.  And  Ned  Crawley, 
though  very  young  then,  was  one  of 
the  nastiest  of  all — he  was  also  one 
of  the  greatest  and  one  of  my  best 
friends,  but  he  was  certainly  one  of 
the  nastiest  teachers  I've  ever 
encountered.  If  you  couldn't  answer 
a  question,  he  would  hiss  some- 
thing superior  and  curt  like  "Pearls 
before  swine!"  and  leave  you  with- 
ered in  his  contempt.  He  just  acted 
as  if  none  of  us  belonged  in  college, 
as  if  we  belonged  back  on  the  farm 
slopping  hogs.  And  he  flunked  a  lot 
of  us!  That  first  semester  in  1946, 
when  the  veterans  came  in,  every- 
body had  to  take  English  and  every- 
body had  to  take  math,  those  two 
courses  only,  6  days  a  week  from 
February  to  early  June.  Ned  had  85 
people  in  his  sections,  and  when 
the  first  report  came  out,  two  peo- 
ple had  B's  and  everybody  else  had 
C's  or  under. 

But  there  was  also  a  wonderful 
sort  of  payoff.  If  you  survived — I 
guess,  in  a  way,  it  was  sort  of  like 
the  Marines — they  would  come  up 
to  you  and  somehow  embrace  you 
for  it.  Dean  Wilson's  favorite  trick 
was  to  take  a  passage  of  Greek  and 
have  you  explain  why  the  author 
had  used  a  subjunaive  mood.  First 
you  had  to  identify  the  subjunctive, 
and  then  you  had  to  explain  why 
the  writer  had  used  it.  It  was  a  long, 
involved  process  that  might  take  5 
minutes,  and  all  the  while  this  great 
big  man  would  be  standing  over 
you,  boring  in  on  you  like  a  witness 
on  the  stand.  And  you  would  finally 
get  to  the  end  of  this  complex  for- 
mal analysis,  still  unsure  of  yourself 
but  ready  at  last  to  risk  a  definite 
answer,  and  you'd  spit  it  out.  There 
would  be  this  long  silence.  He 
would  still  be  up  there,  still  hover- 
ing over  you,  and  finally  he'd  say, 
"Bwoy!  "-everything  was  "Bwoy! " — 
"Bwoy!  You  know  what  you're 
doing."  And  you  felt  like,  aaah,  like 
going  to  Heaven.

&:)mmencement  exercises  on  May  1 1 
was  the  presentation  of  the  following 
awards  recognizing  excellence  of  char- 
acter, outstanding  achievement,  and 
service  to  the  College: 

The  Gammon  Cup  is  given  annually 
in  memory  of  Dr.  Edgar  G.  Gammon, 
pastor  of  Gsllege  Church  1917-23  and 
president  of  the  College  1939-55,  to 
the  member  of  the  graduating  class 
who  has  best  served  the  College.  Char- 
acter, scholarship,  and  athletic  ability 
are  considered.  This  year's  winner  was 
Mike  Sharp. 

The  Algernon  Sydney  Sullivan 
Medallions  are  given  by  the  New  York 
Southern  Society  in  honor  of  its  first 
president,  whose  name  the  medallions 
bear.  One  recipient  is  a  member  of  the 
graduating  class  distinguished  for  excel- 
lence of  character  and  generous  service 
to  his  fellows.  Other  recipients  may  be 
chosen  from  those  friends  of  the  Col- 
lege who  have  been  conspicuously 
helpful  to  and  associated  with  the  insti- 
tution in  its  effort  to  encourage  and 
preserve  a  high  standard  of  morals. 
This  year's  winners  were  senior  Bret 
Grieves;  Dr.  Anne  Lund,  adjunct 
assistant  professor  of  biology;  and  W. 
Hamilton  Bryson  '63,  a  professor  of 
law  at  the  University  of  Richmond. 

The  Anna  Camngton  Harrison 
Award,  established  by  the  late  Mr. 
Frederick  Nash  Harrison  of  Richmond 
in  memory  of  his  mother,  is  given 
annually  to  the  junior  or  senior  who 
has  shown  the  most  constructive  lead- 
ership during  the  school  year.  This 
year's  winner  was  Maurice  Jones. 

The  Samuel  S.  Jones  Phi  Beta

lectual excellence.  The  award  is  made 
possible  by  the  generosity  of  the  alum- 
nus, class  of  1943,  whose  name  it 
bears.  This  year's  winners  were  Brad 
Arington  and  Pat  Anonick. 

The  Cabell  Aivard  is  given  annually 
to  a  faculty  member  in  recognition  of 
outstanding  classroom  contribution  to 


the  education  of  Christian  young  men. 
The  award  was  created  by  the  Robert 
G.  Cabell  III  and  Maude  Morgan  Cabell 
Foundation  to  assist  the  College  in 
attracting  and  keeping  professors  of 
high  ability  and  integrity.  This  year's 
winner  was  Dr.  Ronald  Heinemann, 
professor  of  history. 

The  Robert  Thruston  Huhard,  Jr., 
Award  is  given  annually  in  memory  of 
Robert  Thruston  Hubard,Jr.  '35,  a 
professor  of  political  science  at  the  Col- 
lege from  1946  to  1982,  to  that 
member  of  the  faculty  or  staff  most 
distinguished  for  active  devotion  and 
service  to  the  College  and  her  ideals. 
This  year's  winner  was  Virginia 
Druen,  executive  secretary  to  the 
president. 

The  Thomas  Edward  Craivley 
Aivard  is  given  in  memory  of  Thomas 
Edward  Crawley  '41,  who  served  the 
College  as  teacher,  scholar,  musician, 
and  dean  from  1946  to  1984,  to  that 
professor  most  distinguished  for 
devoted  service  to  the  ideals  of 
Hampden-Sydney  and  the  education  of 
her  sons.  This  year's  winner  was  Dr. 
Amos  Lee  Laine,  professor  of  history. 

The  Senior  Class  Award  is  given  by 
the  senior  class  at  Commencement  to  a 
member  of  the  College's  faculty, 
administration,  or  staff  who  in  the  eyes 
of  the  class  members  has  contributed 
during  their  years  most  significantly  to 
the  College,  students,  and  community. 
This  year's  winner  was  Todd  Schill, 
associate  dean  of  students. 

The  Trustees '  Prize  is  given  on 
behalf  of  the  Board  by  a  Trustee  of  the 
College  to  that  member  of  the  faculty 
who,  acknowledged  by  peers  and  stu- 
dents alike  for  superior  teaching,  also 
brings  distinction  to  himself  and  to  the 
College  through  acclaimed  research, 
publication,  or  other  intellectual  labor 
of  merit.

of  the  Educational  Record.  "It  is  a  defi- 
nite sign  that  the  institution  is  healthy, 
and  for  corporations  and  foundations 
it's  a  banner  indicating  that  good 
things  are  happening  at  the  institu- 
tion," she  said. 

The  national  average  for  alumni 
participation  is  27.4'/f  for  private,  gen- 
eral baccalaureate  institutions  (accord- 
ing to  the  Council  of  Financial  Aid  to 
Education,  average  for  1983-84). 

The  size  of  the  average  Hampden- 
Sydney  alumni  gift  rose  to  a  record 
$200  this  year,  up  from  S173  last  year 
and  well  above  that  of  most  other  col- 
leges. Total  alumni  giving  of  S7 16,(569 
was  also  a  record  (up  \9'^r ).  The  gifts 
of  parents  and  friends  brought  the 
total  Fund  to  over  S1.2  million. 

Peter  Wyeth,  vice  president  for 
development  at  the  College,  praised 
the  volunteers  who  gave  both  time  and 
money  to  the  fund-raising  effort.  "The 
Annual  Fund  simply  would  not  work 
without  the  tremendous  efforts  of  so 
many  alumni,"  he  said.  "Without  their 
labor  of  love,  this  College  simply  could 
not  sustain  itself." 

The  Annual  Fund  includes  contribu- 
tions for  the  annual  operating 
expenses  of  the  College.  It  does  not 
include  capital  gifts. 

Brian  Thomas,  director  of  annual 
giving,  noted  that  the  Fund's  continued 
success  is  especially  important  as  the 
Campaign  for  Hampden-Sydney  con- 
tinues. "With  the  Campaign  underway, 
we  know  that  alumni  and  friends  are 
being  asked  to  make  major  capital 
commitments,  and  it's  encouraging  to 
see  them  continuing  to  support  the 
College's  day-to-day  operations  as 
well,"  Thomas  said. 

Thomas  went  on  to  note  that  the 
63.29?  figure  includes  only  contribu- 
tions, not  pledges.  If  all  alumni  who 
pledged  had  sent  in  their  gifts,  the  par- 
ticipation rate  would  have  soared  to 
709? ,  a  figure  hard  for  anyone  to  beat. 

The  parents  portion  of  the  Fund  set 
new  records  as  well,  with  666  donors, 
80  more  than  last  year,  contributing 
$138,787.  The  Society  of  Founders— 
those  who  contribute  $1,000  or 
more — added  123  new  members  for  a 
total  of  386. 

The  Annual  Fund  statistics  have 
consistently  climbed  each  year  since 
1977,  when  only  459?  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  alumni  raised  $257,462. 
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Three  Grants  Establish 
New  Scholarships 


First  Virginia  Banks,  Inc.,  Scott  & 
Stringfellow,  Inc.,  and  the  Daniel 
Foundation  of  Greenville,  South  Carol- 
ina, have  made  grants  for  endowed 
scholarships  to  The  Campaign  for 
Hampden-Sydney. 

A  First  Virginia  Banks  Scholarship 
has  been  established  through  combined 
gifts  of  S5,000  by  the  First  Virginia 
Bank-Southside  and  520,000  by  First 
Virginia  Banks,  Inc.,  of  Falls  Church. 
The  Scholarship  will  be  awarded  each 
year  to  a  student  from  areas  served  by 
the  Bank,  which  will  include  809?  of 
the  Commonwealth's  population. 

A  Scott  &  Stringfellow  Scholarship 
has  been  funded  through  a  S25,000  gift 
by  the  Richmond  investment  firm. 
The  Scholarship  will  be  awarded  each 
year  to  a  student  selected  for  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Teaching  Fellows 
Program,  a  program  begun  in  1983  for 
students  who  have  pledged  to  enter 
public  school  teaching  upon 
graduation. 

A  grant  of  $50,000  from  the  Daniel 
Foundation  will  endow  a  scholarship 
fund  in  honor  of  Leslie  G.  McGraw,  Jr., 
president  and  chief  executive  officer  of 
Fluor  Daniel  in  Irvine,  California. 
McCraw,  a  trustee  and  past  parent  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  serves  on  the  Cor- 
porations and  Foundations  Committee 
for  the  Campaign. 

"Providing  funds  to  enable  outstand- 
ing students  to  come  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  is,  of  necessity,  a  high  priority 
in  the  Campaign,  and  we  are  extremely 
grateful  to  all  three  of  these  organiza- 
tions for  the  new  scholarships  they 
have  made  possible, "  said  Peter  Wyeth, 
vice  president  for  development. 

The  College's  Teaching  Fellows 
Program  has  gotten  another  boost  with 
510,000  from  the  Brown  Foundation  of 
Houston,  Texas,  which  has  pledged 
$63,000  to  help  establish  the  pro- 
gram. The  gift  will  help  support  the 
new  Christa  McAuliffe  Scholarship, 
established  last  February  in  memory  of 
the  public  school  teacher  who  died  in 
the  Challenger  explosion. 


Visiting  Executive  Pro- 
gram Brings  Top  Busi- 
nessmen To  Campus 


The  Q)llege's  Visiting  Execoitive  Pro- 
gram brought  two  executives  to  cam- 
pus during  the  spring  semester:  W. 
David  Stedman,  chairman  and  chief 
executive  officer  of  the  Stedman  Cor- 
poration in  Asheboro,  North  Girolina, 
and  W.  John  Campbell,  senior  vice 
president  of  plant  operations  for  Philip 
Morris  U.S.A.,  a  company  that  has 
supported  the  College  and  hired  its 
graduates  for  many  years. 

"You  are  the  luckiest  people  in  the 
world,"  Stedman  said  in  his  lecture, 
noting  that  the  freedom  we  take  for 
granted  in  the  U.S.  has  existed  only  in 
the  last  200  years,  out  of  10,000  years 
of  recorded  history. 

But  we're  becoming  unlucky,  he 
went  on  to  say:  the  freeedom  we  have 
inherited  is  being  picked  away  by  a 
government  exercising  greater  and 
greater  control  and  taking  more  and 
more  of  the  taxpayers'  money.  Tcxlay's 
citizens,  woefully  ignorant  alxiut  prin- 
ciples supporting  our  freedom,  can  no 
longer  understand  or  resist  the  erosion 
of  those  principles. 

Stedman  hit  hard  at  modern  educa- 
tion for  its  failure  to  teach  even  the 
basics  of  the  Constitution  or  the  free 
enterprise  system.  Even  religion  has 
been  stripped  from  the  schools,  though 
the  founding  fathers  made  it  clear  that

our  freedoms  depend  upon  rights 
given  by  God  not  men. 

He  closed  on  a  positive  note,  how- 
ever, saying  he  "ttxjk  great  hope  in 
ttxlay's  young  people"  and  they  could 
help  "keep  themselves  lucky"  by  doing 
their  part  to  uphold  the  principles 
underlying  the  nation's  success.  'The 
price  of  freedom  is  eternal  vigilance," 
he  said. 

Stedman's  12-plant  textile  and 
apparel  manufacniring  firm  is  the 
largest  in  North  Carolina.  He  won  the 
national  "Excellence  in  Management 
Award  "  from  Ind/istiy  Week  Ala^azine 
in  1983. 

Campbell  directs  all  cigarette  pro- 
duaion  activities  for  Philip  Morris 
U.S.A.  He  has  additional  responsibili- 
ties for  manufacairing  planning  and 
analysis,  technical  services,  and  com- 
munity relations  at  plants  in  Rich- 
mond, Virginia;  Louisville,  Kentucky; 
and  Cabarrus  Gjunty,  North  Carolina. 
He  won  the  City  of  Hope/Spirit  of 
Life  Award  in  Louisville  in  1976. 

In  his  Hampden-Sydney  lecture 
Campbell  discussed  the  need  for  plan- 
ning strategies  for  business  leaders, 
after  which  he  fielded  a  number  of 
questions  from  students.

New  Dugouts  Dedicated  in  Fulton's  Honor 


Modeled  after  the  dugouts  at  Stokeley 
Fulton's  beloved  Wrigley  Field,  the 
College's  new  baseball  dugouts  may 
well  be  the  finest  at  any  small  college 
in  the  country.  Given  by  Irvin  Horner 
in  memory  of  J.  Stokeley  Fulton  '55, 
they  were  dedicated  on  March  11,  just 
before  Hampden-Sydney's  first  home 
game  of  the  season. 

Festivities  for  the  cKCasion  included 
a  ballpark  lunch  of  hotdogs,  chips,  soft 
drinks,  popcorn,  peanuts,  and  cotton 
candy.  Frank  Fulton  '79,  Stokeley's 
nephew  and  current  head  baseball 
coach,  opened  the  dedication,  and  Pres- 
ident Bunting  spoke  as  well.  Virginia 
Anne  Fulton  and  her  children,  J.  Ful- 
ton and  Lucy  Carter  Fulton,  unveiled  a 
plaque  that  was  later  placed  on  the  end 
of  the  home  dugout,  near  the  hallowed 
spot  where  Stokeley  Fulton  sat  on  his 
famous  bucket  to  watch  the  games. 
Frank  Blankemeyer,  father  of  Frank 
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Blankemeyer  '86,  who  was  on  the 
baseball  team,  sang  the  national 
anthem  that  opened  the  game. 

Irvin  Horner  gave  the  dugouts,  as 
well  as  a  new  fence  and  warning  track, 
in  honor  of  Stokeley  Fulton's  long 
years  af  service  as  head  baseball  coach. 
Horner  served  on  the  Parents  Council 
at  Hampden-Sydney  and  his  son.  Jack 
Horner  '86,  played  on  the  baseball 
team.  Mike  Wregge  '73  made  a  gift  of 
labor  toward  the  dugouts  as  well  and 
was  recognized  with  Horner  at  the 
dedication. 

A  great  admirer  of  Wrigley  Field, 
Fulton  was  very  excited  about  the 
plans  for  the  dugouts  before  he  died. 

"This  dedication  marks  a  dream 
come  true  for  Stokeley,"  said  Frank 
Fulton.  "He  always  wanted  to  bring 
our  baseball  field  up  to  the  caliber  of 
other  good  schools.  These  dugouts  are 
certainly  the  best  in  the  ODAC." 


Synod  of  Virginias 
Adopts  Student  Aid 
Recommendation 


LXiring  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Synod  of  the  "Virginias  on  May  31, 
1986,  the  following  recommendation 
from  the  Standing  Committee  on  Min- 
istries in  Higher  Education  was 
adopted: 

"Recjuest  each  cottgregation  in 
the  synod  to  allocate  over  and 
above  present  giving,  an  amount 
equal  to  at  least  19r  of  its  total 
budget  in  1987  and  thereafter,  for 
student  aid  in  synod-related  col- 
leges; and  authorize  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ministries  in  Higher  Edu- 
cation, in  consultation  with  the 
colleges,  to  convtiujiicate  this  to 
the  congregations." 
There  are  three  synod-related  col- 
leges in  the  Synod  of  the  "Virginias: 
Hampden-Sydney,  Mary  Baldwin,  and 
Davis  &  Elkins.  If  this  recommenda- 
tion is  accepted,  the  financial  support 
of  these  colleges  from  the  Synod  will 
increase  dramatically. 

According  to  the  new  plan,  each 
church  in  the  Syntxl  would  include  in 
its  budget  a  line  item  amount  to  be 
alkx'ated  to  the  Synod's  Student  Finan- 
cial Aid  Fund.  Each  college  in  turn  will 
establish  a  Synod  Student  Financial  Aid 
Fund  to  help  needy  students,  prefera- 
bly Presbyterian  students  from  the 
Synod.  Students  from  churches  that 
contribute  to  the  Fund  would  be  given 
preference  for  aid  from  it. 

Hampden-Sydney's  Chaplain,  Sidney 
Hall,  has  been  working  closely  with 
the  Reverend  Jack  Raymore,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Ministries  in 
Higher  Education,  and  officials  ivom 
Mary  Baldwin  and  Davis  &  Elkins. 
Approximately  730  churches  would  be 
asked  to  participate,  and  their  total 
budget  exceeds  S7  million. 
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Unique  Fine  Arts  Pro- 
grams Attract  Large 
Audiences 


There  were  more  than  budding  trees 
and  flowers  at  Hampden-Sydney  last 
spring.  The  community  crawled  out  of 
hibernation  in  record  numbers  to  peek 
at  the  unique  fine  arts  programs  being 
offered. 

The  Forum  was  literally  overflowing 
in  late  Februar)'  when  the  U.S.  Army 
Chorus — a  professional,  .^0-voice  male 
chorus  known  as  "Pershing's  Own" — 
gave  a  rousing  concert  of  traditional 
hymns,  patriotic  tunes,  classics, 
"Golden  Oldies,"  and  favorite  Broad- 
way show-tunes.  Since  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  the  grand  finale  of  the 
Chorus's  concert  tour,  the  crowd  and 
performers  alike  joined  in  a  spirit  of 
great  fun  and  thoroughly  enjoyed 
themselves. 

In  March  another  famous  group. 
The  National  Theatre  of  the  Deaf, 
tc»k  the  stage  in  Johns  for  a  well- 
attended  performance.  Now  in  its  17th 
year,  the  NTD  has  appeared  on 
Broadway,  won  a  Tony  award,  and

starred  in  several  television  specials. 

Using  the  sign  language  of  deaf 
actors  with  spoken  translations  by 
other  actors,  the  NTD  has  often  been 
compared  to  the  Kabuki  theatre  of 
Japan,  in  which  the  actors  perform  in 
pantomime  while  narrators  say  the 
lines.  The  first  offering  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  a  Japanese  mystery- 
thriller.  In  J  Grove.  That  was  followed 
by  a  solid  American  classic,  Farewell, 
My  Lovely.',  which  delighted  the 
audience  with  an  acmal  Model  T  Ford 
on  stage. 

The  master  of  all  English  theatre 
had  his  day  at  Hampden-Sydney  too,  as 
America's  foremost  touring  repertory 
group,  the  National  Shakespeare 
Company,  performed  The  Merchant  of 
Venice.  Each  year  the  touring  company 
travels  over  35,000  miles,  visiting 
hundreds  of  cities  and  performing 


Shakespeare's  plays  for  over  75,000 
people. 

Comedy  was  also  the  spring  offering 
of  Hampden-Sydney's  own  Jongleurs 
and  Fine  Arts  Department.  Their  ren- 
dition of  You  Can 't  Take  It  With  You, 
by  George  S.  Kaufman  and  Moss  Hart, 
demonstrated  why  the  play  is  consi- 
dered one  of  America's  greatest 
comedies. 

"The  play  is  a  salute  to  the  hard, 
gemlike  flame  of  utter  insanity  that 
burns  in  the  breast  of  every  true 
American — at  least  in  the  spring,"  said 
director  Steve  Coy,  associate  professor 
of  fine  arts  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

An  exhibition  of  Abingdon  Square 
Painters  of  New  York  Cit)'  rounded 
out  the  fine  arts  offerings  in  the 
spring.  The  paintings  hung  in  the 
Forum  for  several  weeks,  to  the  plea- 
sure of  numerous  visitors  to  the 
campus. 

Organized  in  1948  and  incorporated 
in  1964,  Abingdon  Square  Painters, 
Inc.,  is  a  group  of  fifteen  artists  who 
work  together  in  New  York  City  and 
fifteen  more  who  live  throughout  the 
United  States.  Since  1969  they  have 
been  holding  professional  exhibitions 
in  New  York  and  throughout  the 
South  and  Northeast. 


Cheerful  mayhem  u'as  the  keynote  of  the  Jongleurs'  production  of  Kauf??ian  and  Hart's 
classic  A?nerican  comedy  "You  Can't  Take  It  with  You." 
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Music  Festival  Bows  to 
Rave  Reviews 


The  headlines  say  it  best:  "Sponta- 
neity AND  Joy  Prevail  at  Festival," 
"H-SC  Festival  Worth  long  Drive," 
and  "Heavenly  Tones:  College  Fes- 
tival Hits  a  High  Note  in  Perfor- 
mance and  Attendance." 

And  if  the  headlines  don't  convince 
you,  try  the  first  paragraphs:  "Is  there 
a  more  enthusiastic  band  of  musicians 
in  the  world  than  those  at  the  fifth 
annual  Hampden-Sydney  Music  Festi- 
val...?  I  doubt  it"  (Richmond Neuw 
Leader,  ]une  16,  reviewed  by  Francis 
Church).  "The  Hampden-Sydney 
Music  Festival  closed  this  weekend 
with  a  25-percent  increase  in  attend- 
ance and  performances  so  sublime  they 
seemed  to  have  descended  from  the 
heavens  as  a  blessing  upon  the  rolling 
countryside"  (Richmond  Neiis  Leader, 
June  23,  reviewed  by  Liz  Vantrese). 

If  the  Festival  sounded  that  good  to 
outsiders,  imagine  the  experience  of 
those  who  already  love  the  tradition 
and  mystique  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
campus.  What  better  place  to  enjoy 
some  of  the  best  classical  music  ever 
composed? 


"It's  getting  better  every  year, "  said 
James  Kidd,  associate  professor  of  fine 
arts  and  founder  of  the  Festival. 
"We're  fortunate  to  have  attracted 
first-rate  musicians,  and  this  year's 
broad  selection  of  works  was  simply 
superb." 

The  final  concert  juxtaposed  two 
"fiendishly  difficult "  works,  as  one 
reviewer  put  it:  Bach's  Suite  No.  6  for 
unaccompanied  cello  and  Olivier  Mes- 
siaen's  "Quartet  for  the  End  of  Time." 
Cellist  Yehuda  Hanani  of  the  Peabody 
Conservatory  was  praised  for  his  hand- 
ling of  the  Bach:  "This  work  is  rarely 
heard  because  of  its  great  difficulty  for 
the  performer,  but  Hanani  seemed  to 

breeze  through  it Remarkably,  he 

was  able  to  make  many  of  the  acrobatic 
leaps  sound  lyrical,  when  many  players 
might  have  been  content  simply  to  hit 
the  right  notes"  (Liz  Vantrese,  Rich- 
mond  News  Leader).  The  Messaien 
piece  was  perhaps  the  most  intriguing 
of  the  Festival.  Written  in  a  Nazi  con- 
centration camp  in  1940,  the  piece 
combines  ethereal  harmony,  disson- 


ance, and  complex  rhythms  to  make  it 
sound  "like  a  description  of  heaven  by 
someone  who  has  also  seen  hell."  The 
Richmond  Times-Dispatch  called  the 
performance  "'deeply  moving  and 
finely  crafted."  Performers  included 
Hanani,  pianist  Edward  Auer  of  Indi- 
ana University,  violinist  Sidney  Harth 
of  Carnegie-Mellon  University,  and 
clarinetist  Ethan  Sloane  of  Boston 
University. 

The  three  earlier  concerts  included 
works  by  Chopin,  Beethoven,  Liszt, 
Schubert,  Richard  Strauss,  and  others. 
Other  performers  were  pianist  Jerome 
Rose,  violinist  Aaron  Rosand,  and 
soprano  Patricia  Lust  of  Longwood. 
Professor  Kidd  played  the  piano. 

Wrapping  up  his  review  of  the  Fes- 
tival, Francis  Church  of  the  Neivs 
Leader  left  no  doubt  as  to  his  opinion: 
""Such  is  the  way  it  goes  at  Hampden- 
Sydney.  Free-wheeling  spontaneity  and 
joy  prevail,  as  these  men  make 
music — singly,  in  pairs,  and  in  trios. 
Eyes  dart  back  to  and  fro  as  they  trade 
melodies.  Smiles  and  body  action  are

The  Music  Festival  includes  much 
more  than  four  formal  concerts,  how- 
ever. About  30  other  musicians — 
young  and  old,  amateurs  and  profes- 
sionals, from  nearby  and  far 
away — spend  two  weeks  studying  \\-ith 
the  masters  as  guests  of  area  families. 
This  year's  students — who  ranged 
from  12-year-olds  aiming  at  profes- 
sional status  to  a  long-time  professor 
of  chemistry  who  "just  can't  give  up 
the  clarinet" — were  especially  talented. 
They  gave  concerts  in  the  Forum  each 
weekend,  and  three  of  them  performed 
in  area  nursing  homes.  Their  most 
notable  performance  was  a  splendid 
"twilight  concert"  at  Rose  Bower,  the 
vineyard  of  Hampden-Sydney's  poet- 
in-residence  Tom  O'Grady.  Stretched 
out  beneath  a  clear  evening  sky,  sip- 
ping wine  and  almost  watching  the 
music  roll  over  the  vine-covered  hills, 
one  indeed  gets  a  glimpse  of  heaven, 
and  one  sees  that  a  "festival"  is  exaaly 
what  the  gala  event  is.

Campus

Sydney  boys  have  the  perfect  answer — 
the  new  campus  hostel.  Last  spring 
Virginia  Anne  Fulton  began  offering 
overnight  accommodations  to  female 
guests  of  students. 

"We  very  much  appreciate  Mrs.  Ful- 
ton's volunteering  this  service,  and 
we're  counting  on  our  students  to  let 
the  women's  colleges  know  about  it," 
said  Maurice  Jones  '86,  who  served  as 
president  of  the  Student  Government 
Association,  which  pushed  for  the  hos- 
tel for  nearly  a  year. 

"We  also  appreciate  all  the  help  the 
administration  and  Board  gave  us  in 
getting  the  program  off  the  ground, " 
Jones  added. 

Guests  are  given  private  rooms  in 
the  Fulton  home  for  a  fee  of  S 10  per 
person  per  night,  which  will  be  used  to 
defray  a  part  of  the  costs  of  the  pro- 
gram. Advance  reservations  are 
encouraged,  but  arrangements  are 
made  on  the  spur  of  the  moment  if 
necessary. 

Tin  very  happy  about  the  program 
and  I  hope  students  will  take  advan- 
tage of  it,"  Mrs.  Fulton  said.  "I  will  do 
all  I  can  to  make  guests  feel  comforta- 
ble here." 


Statewide  Honors 
Council  Meets  Here 


In  April,  the  first  conference  of  the 
"Virginia  Gallegiate  Honors  Qiuncil,  a 
new  organization  of  college  honors 
students  and  faculty  directors  of  honors 
programs  from  across  Virginia,  met  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  Sixty-five  represen- 
tatives from  17  colleges  and  universi- 
ties attended  the  meetings. 

Dr.  Robert  Rogers,  director  of 
Hampden-Sydney's  Honors  Program 
and  professor  of  religion  at  the  Col- 
lege, was  elected  president  of  the 
Q)uncil.  "There  is  no  question  the  new 
Council  will  strengthen  the  honors 
programs  of  all  participating  schools, 
which  will  eventually  strengthen  the 
schools  themselves,"  he  said. 

Both  the  Southern  Regional  Honors 
Council  and  the  National  Collegiate 
Honors  Council  granted  funds  to  estab- 
lish the  Virginia  Council.  Virginia  is 
one  of  only  a  handful  of  states  to 
establish  their  own  councils. 

Paul  Parsons,  a  senior  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  was  elected  to  the  Council's 
Executive  Committee. 

Honors  students  generally  receive 
merit  scholarships  and  are  eligible  for 
honors  seminars  and  other  special 
privileges.  Some  of  the  workshop  top- 
ics discussed  at  the  meeting  were 
"Tutorials  and  Independent  Studies," 
"Honors  Courses  Topics,"  '"Getting  the 
Support  of  Faculty  and  Administra-

(between  Fraternity  Circle  and  the 
road  behind  Ciammon  Gymnasium). 
The  project  was  conceived  and  pushed 
by  the  student  Senate. 

"The  saidents  wanted  them,  they 


made  a  good  case  for  them,  and  here 
they  are,"  said  Tim  Timmons,  vice 
president  for  finance. 

The  tennis  courts  are  two  shades  of 
green,  which  experts  say  is  the  easiest 
color  to  play  on.  Eventually  there  will 
be  a  tennis  backboard  as  well.  Fences 
surround  the  area  and  separate  the 
basketball  and  tennis  courts. 

Lcx)king  at  the  basketball  courts 
with  apparent  interests  of  his  own, 
Timmons,  who  received  his  under- 
graduate degree  from  Purdue,  said: 
"This  college  wouldn't  have  lasted  ten 
years  in  Indiana  without  outdoor  bas-

W\\en  the  freshmen  were  being  run 
through  the  various  gantlets  of 
orientation  and  registration,  new 
athletic  director  Louis  "Weenie"  Miller 
decided  another  one  wouldn't  be  out  of 
place,  especially  for  a  gcxxl  cause. 

So  he  rounded  up  the  class  and  told 
them  that  he  was  sure  there  were 
enough  miKicians  sitting  there  among 
them  to  form  a  pep  band,  a  commtxlity 
that  Hampden-Sydney  had  been 
witht)ut  entirely  too  long  (the  last  active 
pep  band  had  blown  its  final  notes  in 
1981,  and  an  attempt  to  form  another 
one  four  years  ago  fizzled). 

About  forty  men  signed  up  in 
response  to  Miller's  enthusiasm,  and 
twenty  stuck  it  out  through  hurried 
rehearsals  to  debut  at  the  Samford 
game  in  September.  "They  managed  to 
play  the  Star-spangled  Banner  right 
after  only  two  weeks  together, "  crowed 
Miller,  "so  there's  nothing  they  can't 
do." 

Tlie  audience  seemed  to  agree, 
cheering  the  players,  who  sported 
garnet-and-grey-beribboned  boaters, 
after  each  number.  And  the  fcxjtball 
team  won  the  game. 


New  Freshman  Class 
Most  Select  Ever 


The  new  freshman  class  was  selected 
from  yet  another  record  number  of 
applicants — 819,  up  from  801  last  year. 

"That  makes  five  years  in  a  row 
we've  set  a  new  instimtional  record," 
said  Robert  H.  Jones,  dean  of  admis- 
sions. "The  result  is,  with  more  and 
more  students  to  choose  from,  we're 
getting  more  and  more  seleaive. 
That's  just  what  you'd  expect  as  news 
of  Hampden-Sydney's  reputation  con- 
tinues to  spread." 

The  secondary  school  preparation  of 
the  new  class  is  impressive,  Jones  said, 
with  rising  grade-point  averages  and 
class  ranks.  Q)mbined  SAT  scores 
average  approximately  1060,  up  by  10 
points  over  last  year. 

Of  the  239  freshman,  roughly  half 
are  from  Virginia  and  half  from  20 
other  states  and  one  foreign  country 
(France).  North  Carolina  has  sent  19, 
Louisiana  14,  Georgia  13,  Florida  and 
Maryland  10  each,  Texas  9,  South 
Carolina  7,  and  Alabama  6.  The  others 
are  fairly  scattered,  with  3  coming 
from  California.  Northern  Virginia  has 
sent  22,  eastern  Virginia  63,  and  west- 
ern Virginia  38.

Chemistry  Department 
Gets  Big  Boost  With 
Foundation  Gift 


The  Pew  Memorial  Trust  of  Phila- 
delphia has  granted  the  Qjllege 
S  160,000  for  chemistr}-  equipment. 
The  grant  will  purchase  a  Fourier- 
transform  broadband  multinuclear 
NMR  at  5120,000  and  a  gas 
chromatograph-mass  spectrometer  at 
540,000. 

"Modern  research  equipment  is 
essential  for  our  laboratory'  science 
programs,  and  thanks  to  the  Pew 
Memorial  Trust  our  students  and 
faculty  will  have  the  use  of  two  excel- 
lent instruments,"  said  Peter  Wyeth, 
vice  president  for  development  and 
external  affairs. 

All  the  College's  science  depart- 
ments require  students  to  move 
beyond  predetermined  experiments 
and  do  real  expk)ratory  research,  which 
requires  up-to-date  instruments.  (See 
'"We  Do  the  Real  Thing"  in  the  January 
issue  of  The  Record.)  The  Campaign 
includes  a  goal  of  S 1  million  for 
upgraded  science  instrumentation. 

Established  in  memory  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Joseph  N.  Pew,  Sr.  by  their  child- 
ren. The  Pew  Memorial  Trust  awards 
grants  in  the  areas  of  education,  health 
sciences,  human  services,  and  culture. 
In  1983  Hampden-Sydney  received  a 
grant  of  5100,000  from  the  Trust  to 
equip  what  is  now  the  Fuqua  Interna- 
tional Communications  Center. 


Americas  Future  Is 
Bright,  Speakers  Say 


"I  wish  we  could  do  this  every  year.  It's 
nice  to  have  a  ray  of  sunshine  once  in  a 
while, "  said  Tom  Joyner,  professor  of 
physics  at  Hampden-Sydney,  about  a 
symposium  on  "America's  Future" 
brought  to  campus  last  spring  by  the 
economics  and  physics  departments. 
"There  are  a  k)t  of  positive  trends 
going  on  in  America — things  aren't 
nearly  as  bad  as  the  press  would  have 
you  believe.  These  speakers  helped  set 
the  picture  straight, "  Joyner  added. 

fournalist  Ben  Wattenberg,  colum- 
nist Guy  Friddell,  and  futurist  Max 
Singer  indeeed  had  a  knack  for  moving 
beyond  the  "newsworthy "  elements  of 
a  given  story  and  demonstrating  that 
the  picture  as  a  whole  kx)ks  very' 
different. 

For  instance,  Wattenberg  spoke  at 
length  about  his  role  as  a  member  of 
the  American  contingent  appointed  by 
President  Reagan  to  monitor  the  Phil- 
lipine  elections.  While  the  election 
involved  fraud,  certainly,  it  was  on  a 
small  scale,  and  the  "bang-bang"  pic- 
tures that  bombarded  our  nightly  news 
were  simply  not  representative  of  the 
election  as  a  whole.  Tlie  story  we 
never  did  get,  Wattenberg  said  (unless 
we  read  his  account  in  Newsifeek), 
was  that  of  the  sound  demtKratic  pro- 
cess at  work  in  the  Philippines.  Their 
voting  procedures  are  actually  much 
more  open  and  public  than  ours,  with 
public  monitoring  of  the  acmal  count. 

When  he  moved  on  to  American 
concerns,  Wattenberg  cited  numerous 
examples  from  his  famous  book.  The 
Good  Neus  Is  The  Bad  News  Is 
Wrong.  If  a  spy  from  Mars  landed  in 
Manhattan,  he  could  get  t\vo  very  dif- 
ferent pictures  just  by  using  different 
means  of  collecting  information,  Wat- 
tenberg said.  If  he  watched  all  the 
nightly  news  broadcasts  from  the  last 
tu'o  years,  he  would  wire  home  that 
America  is  rapidly  plunging  downhill. 
However,  if  he  checked  the  great  pile 
of  statistics  available  from  a  number  of 
sources,  he  would  discover  that  real 
per-capita  income  had  increased  40'?  , 
the  number  of  poor  had  dropped  from 
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Guy  Fnddell  luboiv.  left)  and  Ben  Watten- 
herjj  (right I  gave  eucouniging  neus  about 
the  state  of  Awerica. 

227c  in  I960  to  99?  in  1984,  and  so  on. 

Wattenberg  demonstrated  that 
women  and  blacks  are  catching  up,  life 
expectancy  has  gone  up  faster  than  at 
any  time  in  American  history,  and 
politics  have  never  been  cleaner.  The 
American  media  "are  missing  the  big- 
gest stories  of  our  era,"  he  said. 

A  senior  fellow  at  the  American 
Enterprise  Institute  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  Wattenberg  co-edits  the  Insti- 
tute's bi-monthly  magazine,  Ptiblic 
Opinion,  and  writes  a  syndicated 
newspaper  column  and  weekly  com- 
mentary aired  on  the  CBS  Radio 
Network. 

Max  Singer,  a  leading  futurist  and 
public  policy  analyst,  painted  an  even 
bigger  picture  than  Wattenberg,  trac- 
ing the  development  ui  man  across 
centuries  and  demonstrating  the  phen- 
omenal progress  that  has  taken  place 
since  the  Industrial  Revolution.  He 
expeas  such  progress  to  continue  and 
the  accompanying  problems  to  work 
themselves  out  eventualy.  As  an  anal- 
ogy to  our  present  stage  of  develop- 
ment, he  pointed  to  the  family:  an  out- 
side observer,  seeing  a  family  at  just 
one  point  in  time,  would  find  much  xo 
complain  about,  as  some  family 
members  (parents)  wield  tremendous 
power  over  other  members  (children), 
with  rebellion  and  seeming  chaos 
apparent  much  of  the  time.  Yet  in  the 
long  mn  the  family  produces  sound 
individuals  who  in  airn  produce  a 
sound  society. 

Singer  heads  his  own  consulting 
firm.  The  Potomac  Organization,  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  he  is  a  founder 
and  past  president  of  the  Hudson 
Institute,  the  country's  leading  "think 
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tank."  His  principal  studies  have  con- 
cerned strategic  policy,  the  spread  of 
nuclear  weapons,  arms  control,  U.S. 
policy  toward  underdeveloped  areas, 
and  domestic  programs.  He  generally 
holds  an  optimistic  outlcx)k  on  these 
problems. 

Guy  Friddell,  Lmdmark  News  Ser- 
vice Editor,  served  on  the  Governor's 
Q)mmission  on  Virginia's  Future.  His 
popular  column,  "Off  the  Record," 
helped  him  win  the  George  Mason 
Award  for  distinguished  service  in 
journalism.  A  citation  accompanying 
the  award  said  that  he  has  become  "a 
part  of  the  fabric  of  the  Old 
Dominion. " 

His  popularit}'  was  easily  understocxl 
as  he  tiptoed  over  a  number  of  touchy 
subjects  with  gocxl  humor  and  rare 
insight.  "The  world  changes  not  with  a 
sigh  but  with  a  smile, "  he  said,  as  he 
recounted  a  joke  he  overheard  between 
Watkins  Abbitt,  Sr.,  an  ex-segregationist, 
and  Doug  Wilder,  Virginia's  first  black 
lieutenant  governor. 

Most  of  these  changes  are  for  the 
better,  Friddell  believes.  He  pointed  to 
our  great  strides  in  education  and  the 
benefits  all  scKiet}-  has  reaped  as  a 
result.  He  believes  that  with  better 
education  in  the  1800's,  there  wouldn't 
have  even  been  a  civil  war. 

Five  of  Friddell's  eight  books  are 
about  Virginia,  the  first  of  which — 
What  Is  It  About  \'irgiiiid? —  has  gone 
through  six  printings  and  has  earned 
the  praise  of  the  Virginia  General 
Assembly,  which  passed  a  resolution 
saying  it  "speaks  with  gentleness,  ten- 
derness, and  eloquence  for  every  citizen 
of  the  Old  Dominion." 


New  Athletic  Leaders 
Rarin'  To  Go 


Regardless  of  how  the  new  head  Tiger 
got  the  name  "'Weenie,'  you  can  be 
sure  he  and  his  coaches  will  usher  in 
the  new  year  with  a  roar. 

The  new  pack  consists  of  Louis  F. 
"Weenie  "  Miller,  athletic  director; 
Joseph  E.  Bush,  head  football  coach; 
Tony  L.  Shaver,  head  basketball  coach; 
Christopher  D.  Qmkwright,  wrestling 
coach;  and  Randol  Lay,  soccer  coach. 
Carmen  Palladino  will  be  assistant 
football  coach  and  Frank  Fulton  '79 
will  assist  in  both  fcxjtball  and  baseball. 

"We  wanted  a  man  who  can  lead," 
President  Bunting  said  of  Miller, 
adding,  "a  man  who  understands  the 
role  of  sports  in  a  small,  academically- 
taxing  college,  and  above  all  a  man 
who  has  a  certain  instinct  for 
Hampden-Sydney  and  its  family.  This 
is  a  special  place.  Weenie  is  a  special 
man." 

Miller  is  no  stranger  to  sports  fans, 
especially  to  Hampxien-Sydney  sports 
fans.  In  the  mid-fifties  he  served  as 
head  baseball  and  basketball  coach  and 
assistant  ftwtball  coach  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  winning  the  Mason-Dixon 
Conference  championship  in  1956  and 
1957.  He  moved  to  Washington  &  Lee 
for  a  year  and  then  to  Virginia  Military 
Instinite  as  head  basketball  coach.  In 
1964  VMI  won  the  Southern  Confer- 
ence for  the  first  time  and  participated 
in  the  NCAA  Tourney  under  his 
leadership. 

In  1958  Miller  joined  Gene  Q)rri- 
gan.  Bill  McGmn,  and  Bones  McKin- 
ney  to  start  a  basketball  camp  at  Miller 
School,  Virginia.  They  later  named  the 
camp  after  Jerry  West  who  was 
involved  with  it  for  I.t  years. 

"ir  't'cnie  "  Miller  Joe  Bush 
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In  1964  Miller  left  VMI  to  embark 
on  a  career  in  business.  He  kept  in 
touch  with  college  athletics  by  doing 
color  commentary  for  the  VMI  Foot- 
ball Radio  Network.  An  alumnus  of 
the  University  of  Richmond,  Miller 
was  recently  elected  to  that  Universi- 
ty's Athletic  Hall  of  Fame.  He  is  also 
an  Honorary  Alumnus  of  VMI. 

As  athletic  director,  Miller  is 
responsible  for  both  the  intercollegiate 
and  intramural  programs  at  the  GjI- 
lege  as  well  as  for  the  management 
and  maintenance  of  all  the  athletic 
facilities. 

Danny  Miller,  one  of  Miller's  six 
children,  graduated  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  last  year.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  varsity  football  and  baseball  teams. 

Joe  Bush,  the  new  football  coach, 
came  from  Bridgewater  College,  where 
he  served  as  head  football  coach  for 
one  year.  He  was  assistant  football 
coach  at  VMI  for  15  years,  working 
with  head  coach  Bob  Thalman  (him- 
self a  former  Hampden-Sydney  head 
coach). 

'Joe  has  a  gtxxi  deal  of  experience, 
having  worked  with  some  of  the  best 
coaches  around, "  Miller  said.  "He's  also 
a  man  of  great  integrity — someone  our 
students  can  look  up  to  both  on  and  off 
the  field." 

Bush  graduated  from  VMI  as  a  Dis- 
tinguished Military  Student.  He  was  a 
three-year  letterman  and  co-captain  of 
the  football  team,  playing  under  head 
coach  John  McKenna.  He  has  been 
named  to  the  VMI  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame. 

Tony  Shaver  was  a  two-year  letter- 
man  at  UNC  in  the  mid-70's,  playing 
under  Ojach  Dean  Smith.  He  then 
went  to  Episcopal  High  School  in 
Alexandria  as  athletic  director  and  bas- 
ketball coach,  compiling  an  enviable 
record.  The  Interstate  Athletic  Ganfer- 
ence  and  the  asscxiation  of  independ- 
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ent  schools  in  Virginia  named  him 
basketball  "G^ach  of  the  Year"  for  the 
last  season,  when  his  record  was  21-2. 
He  has  also  coached  varsity  golf  and 
varsity  and  J.  V.  football  and  directed  a 
summer  sports  camp. 

"Tony  is  a  proven  leader  both  as  a 
coach  and  a  teacher,  and  he  has  great 
ability  to  inspire  young  people,"  Miller 
said. 

Christopher  Conkwright  won 
numerous  awards  in  wrestling  at  every 
school  he  attended:  Frank  Cox  High 
School  in  Virginia  Beach,  the  Univer- 
sit)'  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel  Hill, 
and  Virginia  Tech,  where  he  graduated 
in  1981.  He  captained  the  varsity  team 
at  Tech  and  was  ACC  Champion  and  a 
North  Carolina  Q)IIegiate  State  Cham- 
pion at  UNC.  Returning  to  Frank  G)x 
in  1984  as  assistant  wrestling  coach,  he 
worked  with  teams  that  produced  sev- 
eral AAA  state  champions  and  one 
Ail-American. 

Randol  Lay  was  an  alternate  to  the 
U.S.  Olympic  Soccer  Team  in  1976.  He 
won  the  first  scKcer  scholarship  ever 
given  at  Western  Carolina  University, 
where  he  was  co-captain  of  the  team 
and  lead  scorer  in  his  freshman  year. 
He  did  public  relations  work  for  the 
Memphis  Rogues,  the  North  Ameri- 
can StKXer  League,  and  the  Major 
Indoor  Soccer  League. 

"We  welcome  these  two  young  men 
of  extraordinary  ability,"  Miller  said  of 
Lay  and  Conkwright.  "They've  proven 
themselves  not  only  as  first-rate  ath- 
letes but  also  as  very  effective  coaches."

Literature,  Religion, 
And  Politics  Highlight 
Spring  Semester 


Poets,  Russian  Christians,  and  a  Labor 
Party  politician  were  just  a  few  of  the 
colorful  speakers  brought  to  campus 
last  spring 

Robert  Pack,  widely-acclaimed  poet 
and  director  of  the  Bread  Loaf  Writers' 
Conference  in  Vermont,  joined  novel- 
ist William  Hoffman  '49  and 
Hampden-Sydney  poet-in-residence 
Tom  O'Grady  in  April  for  a  three-day 
conference  on  writing.  Pack  gave  two 
public  lectures,  and  all  three  writers 
held  workshops  for  students  from 
Hampden-Sydney  and  several  other 
colleges. 

Another  author,  Arthur  Flowers  of 
the  new  critically-acclaimed  novel  De 
Mojo  Elites,  gave  a  reading  from  his 
work  for  Black  History  Month.  A  blues 
singer,  he  intertwined  music  with  his 
story,  which  was  inspired  by  his  expe- 
rience in  Vietnam. 

A  renowned  Victorian  scholar,  Dr. 
George  Ford  of  the  University  of 
RcK'hester,  gave  a  sumptuous  reading 
of  the  "feasts  and  anti-feasts  "  in 
Dickens'  fiction  to  a  packed  crowd  in 
the  Parents  and  Friends  Lounge.  While 
on  campus  he  also  spoke  on  "Tenny- 
son and  the  Victorian  Sense  of  the 
Past." 

Scholar  and  theologian  Roland  M. 
Frye  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania gave  two  very  different  lec- 
tures at  the  College  in  March:  the  first, 
a  slide  presentation  on  "Namral  and 
Human  Landscapes  in  Shakespeare 
and  the  Visual  Arts  of  his  Time," 
examined  the  metaphorical  meanings 
of  landscapes  in  painting  and  drama; 
the  second,  less  scholarly  and  more 
polemical,  tarred  "Creation-Science"  as 
both  bad  science  and  bad  religion.  A 
month  or  so  later  a  creation-scientist, 
Dr.  Lane  Lester  of  the  Center  for  Crea- 
tion Studies  at  Liberty  University, 
presented  his  side  of  the  controversy  in 
his  lecture,  "Archetypes  and  Proto- 
types: A  Creation  Model  for  the  His- 
tory of  Life. "  Lester  avoided  theology 
and  based  his  model  on  scientific 
evidence. 

Late  in  March  a  major  symposium 
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Bntiih  politicun  Aim  Alexander  <po^e  in  Miy 

on  Religious  Foundations  of  Environ- 
mental Concern  was  held  on  campus, 
sponsored  by  the  Virginia  Foundation 
for  the  Humanities.  Dr.  Mary  Evelyn 
Tucker  of  lona  Q)llege  sptjke  on 
"Change  and  Transformation  in  Chi- 
nese Thought;"  Dr.  John  Grim  of  Eliz- 
abeth Seton  College  spoke  on  "Earth 
Spirituality  in  the  American  Indian 
Sun  Dance;"  and  Dr.  Harry  Buck  of 
Wilson  College  asserted  that  "We  Are 
Responsible  for  the  Stories  We  Tell." 

Late  in  the  semester,  two  Soviet 
church  leaders  visited  the  Forum  and 
held  an  open  discussion  on  Christianity 
in  Russia.  Sponsored  in  part  by  the 
Episcopal  Ditxese  of  Southern  Virginia 
and  locally  by  the  Peace  and  Justice 
Aaion  Group  of  Prince  Edward,  the 
discussion  proved  lively  and  informa- 
tive. General  Sam  Wilson,  an  adjunct 
professor  of  political  science  at  the  Col- 
lege, moderated  the  forum,  which  he 
closed  by  noting,  "It's  obvious  we  have 
a  lot  more  to  talk  about.  Let's  keep  the 
communication  open. " 

A  major  National  Issues  Forum 
entitled  "The  Soviets:  What  Is  the 
Q)nfict  About.-*"  was  also  held  at  the 
College  last  spring.  Some  60  student 
representatives  from  12  Virginia  col- 
leges engaged  in  an  open  discussion, 
mcxlerated  by  David  Norden,  a 
Russian-studies  expert  and  head  librar- 
ian at  Hampden-Sydney.  Dr.  Roger 
Barrus  of  the  Qjllege's  political  science 
department  served  as  a  resource 
expert,  joined  by  Vladimir  Toro- 
korovin  of  the  Soviet  Embassy  in 
Washington. 
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General  Wilson  spoke  earlier  in  the 
semester  on  "Reflections  on  Interna- 
tional Terrorism:  Threat  and 
Response."  During  his  military  career 
he  served  as  deputy  director  of  the  CIA 
and  as  director  of  the  Defense  Intelli- 
gence Agency.  Also  speaking  on  terror- 
ism was  Lt.  Col.  Preston  L.  Funk- 
houser,  who  served  as  chief  of 
terrorism  policy  for  the  Counter  Intel- 
ligence Directorate,  among  other  posi- 
tions. He  discussed  strategies  to  com- 
bat terrorism,  including  the  roles 
played  by  both  the  armed  forces  and 
government  agencies. 

Adam  Yarmolinsky,  professor  of 
policy  science  at  the  University  of 
Maryland,  lectured  to  students  on 
national  defense.  He  has  held  several 
positions  in  government,  including 
special  assistant  to  the  Secretary  of 
Defense  and  counselor  of  the  United 
States  Arms  Control  and  Disarmament 
Agency. 

Alan  Alexander,  a  Labor  Party  poli- 
tician and  lecturer  in  politics  at  the 
University  of  Reading  in  England, 
gave  students  a  rather  different  view  of 
government  from  what  they  are  accus- 
tomed to  hearing  in  his  speech  on 
"The  Centralization  of  Government  in 
Britain:  a  Threat  to  Democracy.''" 
Alexander  is  active  in  British  politics 
and  has  served  in  several  appointive 
and  elective  posts. 

Most  fun  for  students,  perhaps,  was 
not  a  politician  at  all  but  an  astute 
observer  oi  the  political  scene.  Larry  J. 
Sabato,  who  appears  regularly  on  tele- 
vision at  election  time  as  an  expert 
commentator,  came  down  from  the 
University  of  Virginia  to  let  the 
Hampden-Sydney  community  know 
exactly  what  happened  in  the  1985 
Virginia  elections.  His  conclusions?  A 
biased  press,  bad  Republican  candi- 
dates, and  Robb's  popularity  helped 
contribute  to  the  Democratic  sweep. 

Also  making  his  way  South  from 
the  University  was  Dr.  Robert  Rotella, 
director  of  sports  psychology,  who 
spoke  on  "Attitude  and  Success  in 
Sports."  He  is  nationally  known  for  his 
work  with  professional  and  amateur 
athletes,  including  professional  golfers 
Tom  Kite  and  Dennis  Watson. 


Hampden-Sydney 
Alumni  Chip  in  to 
Help  a  Brother 


When  Dr.  John  Robbins  '60  asked  for 
help,  his  classmates  responded  quickly 
and  compassionately.  They  helped  him 
raise  a  large  chunk  of  the  S30,000 
needed  to  try  and  save  his  life. 

Robbins  isn't  a  typical  alumnus.  In 
1974  he  left  his  life  as  a  college 
professor  at  UNC,  went  to  Asia,  and 
eventually  became  a  Buddhist  monk. 
Dr.  Lewis  Drew  '60,  dean  of  students  at 
the  Q)llege,  told  the  Richmond  News 
Le^ider  that  Robbins  is  "a  very  sensitive, 
intelligent  person  who  just  had  the 
strength  of  his  conviction. " 

"There  must  be  more  than  waiting  to 
retire, "  Robbins  said  at  the  time  of  his 
decision,  and  he  recently  told  the 
Charlotte  Observer  thit  he  wanted,  like 
Thoreau,  to  "confront  life  directly,  so 
that  when  it  was  time  to  die,  I  would 
have  lived." 

During  his  travels  12  years  ago  he 
contracted  hepatitis,  the  cause  of  his 
current  liver  disease.  A  transplant  is  his 
only  hope  of  survival,  but  such  an 
operation  costs  S  140,000,  and  he  hasn't 
insurance  to  cover  it.  Though  Medicaid 
pays  for  transplants  in  33  states, 
Virginia  isn't  among  them. 

So  he  went  to  his  friends  to  raise  the 
S30,000  down-payment  necessary 
before  MCV  would  do  the  operation. 
He  will  need  a  good  deal  more  help  to 
finish  paying  for  it.  (Alumni  interested 
in  helping  can  make  checks  payable  to 
the  "St.  George's  Church  Medical 
Fund,"  and  send  them  to  St.  George's 
Episcopal  Church,  901  Princess  Anne 
Street,  Fredericksburg,  Virginia  22401.) 
The  effort  io  raise  the  funds  for  the 
transplant  is  spearheaded  by  three 
fellow  students  from  the  class  of  1 960: 
Lewis  H.  Drew,  Raymond  B.  Wallace, 
Jr.,  and  William  E.Ware,  Jr. 

Robbins  was  obviously  pleased  that 
his  classmates  would  rally  behind  him. 
"The  title  'Hampden-Sydney  Man'  stays 
with  you  for  the  rest  of  your  life,  nt) 
matter  how  far  afield  you  may  wander, " 
he  told  Drew.  "Certainly  of  all  my 
experiences  and  friendships  which 
stand  out,  none  gk)ws  more  brightly 
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than  four  years  'On  the  Hill.' " 

The  generosity  and  cohesiveness  of 
the  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  has  also 
impressed  several  newspapers,  which 
have  written  stories  as  much  about  the 
alumni  effort  as  about  Robbins's  plight. 

Robbins'  classmates  aren't  the  only 
Hampden-Sydney  men  helping  out. 
The  Student  Government  Association 
has  circTjlated  a  request  for  student 
donations,  which  to  date  has  raised 
some  S500;  Theta  Chi  is  holding  a 
SIOOO  raffle,  with  donated  prizes,  for 
the  Robbins  Fund. 


History  Professor 
Named  to  Trinkle 
Endowed  Chair 


Dr.  Amos  Lee  Laine,  profesS(.)r  of  his- 
tory, has  been  awarded  the  new  E.  Lee 
Trinkle  and  Helen  Ball  Sexton  Trinkle 
Distinguished  Professorship. 

Established  with  a  gift  of  over 
S  100,000  by  Hampden-Sydney  trustee 
James  Trinkle  '50  and  family  members, 
the  new  professorship  is  named  in 
honor  of  Trinkle's  parents,  a  past  Gov- 
ernor and  First  Lady  of  Virginia.  Gover- 
nor Trinkle,  a  native  of  Wytheville,  was, 
according  to  the  January  1940  Record, 
"eminent  as  a  lawyer,  was  for  eight 
years  a  leading  member  of  the  Virginia 
Senate,  and  was  for  four  years — from 
1922  to  1926 — Chief  Executive  of  the 
State,  At  the  time  of  his  death  in  1940, 
he  was  and  had  been  for  a  number  of 
years  President  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  He  was  also  Presicient  of  the 
Senandoah  Life  Insurance  Company.  In 
the  Senate  oi  Virginia,  he  tix)k  front 
rank  almost  from  the  day  he  t(K)k  his 
seat,  and  his  distinguished  service  to  the 
state  in  that  btxiy  paved  the  way  for  his 
elevation  to  the  Governor's  chair. 

Always  devoted  to  the  interest  of  his 
state,  under  his  administration  great 
progress  was  made,  and  the  state's  his- 
torical, social,  and  commercial  advan- 
tages brtjught  effectively  before  the  rest 
of  the  nation.  The  Department  of 
Highways  was  reorganized  and  a 
splendid  program  of  highway  devel- 
opment inaugurated.  Great  progress 
was  made  in  public  schcx)l  education, 
not  only  in  the  primary  and  secondary 
schools,  but  in  state  institutions  of 
higher  learning.  He  laid  the  foundation 
in  other  fields  upt)n  which  successors 
have  built  so  strongly  and  so  well. 

He  entered  the  freshman  class  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of  1892, 
graduating  with  honor  in  1896.  At  that 
early  time  of  his  life,  he  gave  prt)mise  of 
his  leadership.  Not  only  did  he  take  top 
rank  as  a  snident,  but  was  prominent  in 
all  campus  activities.  He  was  a  member 
cjf  Sigma  Chi  Social  Fraternity.  He  won 
medals  both  as  debater  and  t)rator,  tcx)k 
a  leading  part  in  social  activities  of  the 


snidents,  was  business  manager  of  both 
college  publications — The  iWagaziue 
and  The  Kaleidoscope — and  was  man- 
ager of  both  the  baseball  and  fcx)tball 
teams. " 

Laine  has  taught  at  the  College  since 
1968,  chairing  the  history  department 
in  1982-85  and  serving  on  numerous 
committees.  He  has  won  the  Cabell 
Distinguished  Teaching  Award  as  well 
as  grants  for  two  prestigious  summer 
seminars  sponsored  by  the  Natit)nal 
Endowment  for  the  Humanities.  He 
earned  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D.  from  Duke 
University. 

Trinkle,  president  of  C.W.  Francis  cS: 
Son  in  Roanoke,  serves  as  chairman  of 
the  Area  Campaigns  Committee  for  the 
Campaign. 

"This  endowed  professorship  is  the 
first  chair  funded  under  a  new  College 
plan  to  give  greater  recognition  to  the 
achievements  of  our  faculty.  These 
endowments  enable  us  to  supplement 
the  salary  of  the  chaired  professor  and 
also  provides  extra  support  to  the  pro- 
fesstjr's  department.  As  a  greater 
number  of  our  factilty  are  appointed  to 
these  professorships,  such  endowments 
will  make  a  significant  impact  on  our 
ability  to  retain  and  attract  an  outstand- 
ing factilty,"  saidjosiah  Bunting,  Presi- 
dent of  the  College.

"Never  Sound  Retreat, " 
Great  Statesman 
Advises  Students 


Time  magazine  named  him  "the  man  of 
the  century"  33  years  ago.  In  September 
he  came  alive  again,  in  ail  his  courage, 
wit,  and  humanity,  to  bring  a  special 
message  to  Hampden-Sydney  students. 

The  man  was  Sir  Winston  Chur- 
chill. The  resurrector  was  James 
Humes.  The  message  was  "Never, 
never,  never  give  in  except  to  con- 
science and  duty." 

Humes's  scholarship  t)n  and  per- 
formances as  Churchill  have  brought 
him  considerable  acclaim.  The 
Washington  Post  said,  "He  is  not  only 
an  authority  on  Churchill — he  is  Chur- 
chill," and  when  at  Hampden-Sydney 
he  donned  his  glasses  and  measured 
out  his  distinctive  Churchill  phrases, 
the  entire  audience  was  hushed  in 
anticipation. 

But  the  crowd  didn't  get  just  another 
performance.  The  message  was  spe- 
cific, direct,  and  timely — almost  a  per- 
sonal word  from  the  great  statesman 
himself. 

"As  I  came  here  to  this  campus  and 
walked  about  this  morning,  I  thought 
'Oh,  how  Churchill  would  love 
Hampden-Sydney.'  You  know  his 
favorite  state  was  'Virginia.  "Virginia's 
the  only  state  where  he  spoke  in  the 
legislature,  and  he  said  for  that  reason 
that  "Virginia  was  his  favorite  state. 

"Churchill  was  called  'the  last  great 
man  of  the  House  of  Commons.'  But 
do  you  know  whom  Churchill  called 
the  first  great  man  of  the  House  of 
Commons.'' John  Hampden,  for  whom 
this  school  is  named. 

"He  would  love  this  school.  Because 
I  it  has  stood  firm  |  when  so  many 
institutions,  perhaps  better  known  in 
the  country,  have  homogenized  their 
students  and  homogenized  values. 
They've  taken  religion  and  diluted  it  to 
philosophical  relativity;  taken  morality 
and  watered  it  down  to  situational 
ethics;  taken  inciividual  responsibility 
and  yielded  it  to  social  determinism. 

'"What  would  Winston  Churchill  say 
if  he  were  here  speaking  to  you?  Well, 
I  think  we  know,  because  at  79  he 
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came  back  to  a  school  and  spoke.  In 
the  intrtxiuction  they  made  a  30- 
minute  speech,  trying  to  put  all  of 
Churchill's  career  in  30  minutes.  And 
Churchill  then  gave  a  one-minute  talk. 
He  pointed  at  each  student  and  said, 
'Never,  never,  never,  never,  never  give 
in,  except  to  conscience  and  duty.'  " 

Churchill  "looms  as  a  prophet  like  a 
Jeremiah  or  Isaiah, "  Humes  said. 
Edward  R.  Murrow,  who  recorded 
Churchill's  speeches,  intrt)duced  them 
by  saying  "you  are  about  to  hear  the 
only  man  in  the  annals  of  time  who 
ever  prophesied  history,  made  history, 
and  recorded  history. " 

In  1905  Churchill  predicted  the  crea- 
tion of  Israel;  in  1908  the  eight-hour 
day;  in  1917  the  H-bomb;  in  1922  the 
energy  crisis,  Humes  said.  He  was  a 
soldier,  artist,  author,  inventor, 
sportsman,  and  bricklayer,  excelling  in 
every  field. 

"All  of  these  things  make  Churchill 
a  great  man,  but  what  makes  him  the 
greatest  man  of  the  cenmry  is  one 
word:  'courage,'  "  Humes  said. 

Probably  what  delighted  the 
audience  nn)st  was  Churchill's  humor, 
rendered  in  fine  detail,  with  all  the 
character's  voices,  by  Humes.  We  viv- 
idly see  Mrs.  Bessie  Braddock  "walking 
down  the  House  of  Q:)mmons,  all  300 
pounds  of  her — strike  that,  nt)t  walk- 
ing, waddling — and  Sir  Winston,  who 
had  spent  some  time  where  they  dis- 
pense liquid  libations,  is  wobbling  the 
other  way,  and  the  waddler  and 
wobbler  collide  and  down  goes  Bessie 
for  the  count. 

"And  she  pulls  herself  up  off  the 


flcx)r,  mad  as  a  hornet,  and  in  her 
fishmonger  voice  says,  'Winston,  you 
are  drunk.  Furthermore  you  are  dis- 
gracefully drunk.' 

"The  old  man  looks  at  the  obese 
lady:  'Might  I  say,  Mrs.  Braddock,  you 
are  ugly.  And  furthermore,  Mrs.  Brad- 
dock, you  are  disgracefully  ugly.  And 
what's  more,  Mrs.  Braddock,  tonnjrrow 
I  shall  be  sober.'  " 

Humes's  critically-acclaimed  bio- 
graphy, Churchill:  Speaker  of  the  Cen- 
tury, won  him  the  Athenaeum  Award 
in  1981  for  both  biography  and  nonac- 
tion. He  has  written  nine  other  books 
and  has  served  as  a  speechwriter  for 
four  U.S.  presidents.  An  attorney,  he 
served  in  the  Pennsylvania  Cieneral 
Assembly  and  in  the  U.S.  State 
Department  as  director  of  the  Office  of 
Policy  and  Plans.  He  is  currently  a 
W(xxlrt)w  Wilson  Fellow  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institutit)n  and  stays  in 
constant  demand  as  a  lecturer,  writer, 
and  consultant  to  many  major 
corporations. 

He  wound  up  his  Hampden-Sydney 
performance  with  an  especially  power- 
ful challenge  to  the  students. 

"You  are  young  men  here.  Uncom- 
mon young  men,  who  feel  uncommon 
respt)nsibility,"  he  said,  echoing  Chur- 
chill. He  told  of  the  1940  Battle  of  Bri- 
tain when  "'men  your  age  meant  the 
difference  between  freedom  and  slav- 
ery." After  the  battle,  Churchill  wrote  a 
tribute  to  the  1 9-to-21 -year-old  pilots: 
"Never  before,  in  the  history  of 
humankind,  has  so  much  been  owed  by 
so  many  to  so  few. " 

"'Well,  it's  to  you  few  that  the  future 
of  this  great  republic  bek)ngs, "  Humes 
said.  '"Oh,  you  wt)n't  be  asked  to  fly  the 
skies.  I'm  gt)ing  to  ask  you  to  seek  the 
heavens.  Whatever  you  do — care  for 
the  sick,  battle  for  the  afficted,  seek 
new  medicines,  invent  new  prixiucts, 
champion  industries — I'm  asking  each 
of  you  never  to  descend  from  excel- 
lence to  expediency.  Never  abandc^n 
that  mission  you  are  called  to  for 
mediocrity-.  And  never  sell  t)ut  your 
principles  for  profit. 

"I  ask  of  each  of  you,  of  Hampden- 
Sydney:  in  whatever  you  do,  sound  out 
that  tnimpet  o{  your  ideals,  and  never 
sound  the  retreat  from  conscience  and 
dut)'."

.  Dr.  W.  THOMAS  JOYNER,  JR.

He  also 
worked  on  paleozoic  spider  fossils  at 
the  British  Museum  in  London  and  the 
Royal  Scottish  Museum  in  Edinburg. 
•  Dr.  JAMES  SIMMS,  professor  of  his- 
tory and  current  chairman  of  the 
department,  has  been  awarded  a 


research  fellowship  at  the  Russian 
Research  Center  of  Harvard  University 
for  the  1987  spring  semester.  The 
Center  is  the  most  prestigious  of  its 
kind  in  the  U.S. 

Simms's  research  on  the  Russian 
peasants  of  the  1890's  has  sparked  con- 
troversy, for  he  denies  the  traditional 
view  that  farming  conditions  in  that 
era  were  getting  worse  and  leading  up 
to  the  1905  Revolution  and  eventually 
the  Communist  revolution.  Approach- 
ing the  evidence  with  his  niral  and 
farming  background,  Simms  claims 
that  the  farming  techniques  employed 
by  the  peasants  were  entirely  suitable 
and  that,  if  anything,  conditions  were 
improving  during  the  decade.  His  ideas 
have  already  been  published  in  the 
Slavic  Review  and  in  England.  During 
his  time  at  Harvard  he  will  extend  his 
research  to  1905. 

Simms  has  also  won  his  third  grant 
from  the  National  Endowment  of  the 
Humanities,  which  tix)k  him  to  Cor- 
nell University  for  a  summer  seminar 
on  "Russian  and  European  Social  His- 
tory: New  Insights."  The  seminar  was 
directed  by  Walter  M.  Pintner. 
.  Dr.  HASSELL  SIMPSON,  professor 
of  English,  recently  attended  a  seminar 
at  Binghamton,  New  York,  on  Anglo- 
Saxon  literature,  sponsored  by  the 
National  Endowment  ft)r  the  Humani- 
ties. He  also  attended  the  Melkjn 
seminar,  a  faculty  development  pro- 
gram for  six  Virginia  colleges,  in  both 
1985  and  1986,  and  the  Wye  seminar 
in  1985.  He  spoke  on  William 
Faulkner  to  the  North  Carolina  Eng- 
lish Teachers  Association  in  the  fall  of 
1985  and  will  speak  to  the  Virginia 
Asscxriation  of  Teachers  of  English  this 
October. 

.  Dr.  HERBERT  J.  SIPE,  professor  of 
chemistry,  took  his  instrumental  chem- 
istry class  for  a  visit  to  Allied  Corpora- 
tion in  Petersburg  during  the  spring 
semester.  Kevin  Slattum  '8.t  of  Allied 
helped  arrange  the  visit,  which  gave 
students  some  first-hand  experience 
with  the  types  of  instruments  used  in 
industry.

Dies  At 

Age  100 


$4.y Million  Life-Income  Trust 
Goes  to  College  Endowment 
For  Scholarships

EORCtE  SLOAN  ARNOLD 
a  native  of  Romney,  West 
Virginia,  and  one  of 
Hampden-Sydney's  great- 
est benefactors,  died  on  March  22, 
1986,  at  the  Sunnyside  Presbyterian 
Home  in  Harrisonburg,  two  weeks 
before  his  101st  birthday. 

A  graduate  of  the  Washington 
and  Lee  University 
Law  School, 
Arnold  practiced 
law  for  a  short 
time  and  served 
in  the  West 
Virginia 
Legislature, 
taking  special 
interest  in  legis- 
lation that  would 
benefit  the  deaf. 
He  spent  most  of 
his  life  in  farm- 
ing, however,  and 
made  his  fortune,  w.s\t)nor 

he  was  fond  of  Chu,rn,a„ofthc 

saying,  through 

"frugality  and  wise  investments." 
He  was  an  authority  on  the  Civil 
War,  particularly  on  Stonewall  Jack- 
son's Valley  Campaign. 

Arnold's  interest  in  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  sparked  by  his  wife, 
whose  father  and  brother  were 
alumni,  and  by  a  childhood  friend 
who  would  later  become  Mrs.  P.  T. 
Atkinson. 

He  established  a  S1.5-million 
trust  for  Hampden-Sydney  in  1979, 
stipulating  that  at  his  death  the 
income  from  the  trust  would  be 
used  to  fund  saident  scholarships. 
Tlie  trust,  which  in  six  years  has 
tripled  in  value  to  S4.5  million,  will 
have  a  tremendous  impact  on  the 
College's  ability  to  offer  scholarship 
assistance  to  outstanding  students. 

"Mr.  Arnold's  vision  will  live  on 
forever,"  said  President  Bunting 


"It  would  probably  be  impossible  to 
overestimate  the  opportunities  he 
has  made  available  to  future  genera- 
tions,"  he  added. 

W.  Sydnor  Settle  '51,  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  Tnastees  and  co- 
chairman  of  the  Campaign  for 
Hampden-Sydney,  noted  that  the 
trust  fund  was  added  to  the  Col- 
lege's general 
endowment  as  a 
restricted  fund  for 
scholarship 
assistance.  It 
raised  the  Col- 
lege's endowment 
to  over  S25 
million. 

"Mr.  Arnold's 
benefaction  will 
strengthen  the 
College  in  many 
ways, "  Settle  said. 
"And  the  magni- 
tude of  its  impact 
will  help  us 
emphasize  to  our 
constituents  our  need  for  additional 
endowed  scholarship  funds." 

In  1983  Arnold  also  funded  a  gift 
annuity  agreement  with  the  Q)llege 
for  S250,000,  which  paid  him  a 
yearly  annuity.  "Mr.  Arnold,  in  his 
infinite  generosity,  even  airned 
around  and  gave  those  payments 
back  to  the  College  to  be  used  for 
scholarships,"  said  Peter  Wyeth, 
vice  president  for  development. 
Given  in  memory  of  his  wife  and 
her  brother,  Robert  W.  Gilkeson  of 
the  class  of  1907,  the  gift  annuity, 
at  Arnold's  direction,  will  now  be 
used  to  help  defray  the  cost  of 
building  the  new  student  residence 
hall  village  at  the  College. 

Arnold  also  gave  many  smaller 
gifts  to  the  Q)llege's  Annual  Fund 
and  to  the  Hampden-Sydney 
Museum.

While  it  may  be  stretching 
things  to  suggest  that  a 
Hampden-Sydney  alumnus 
invented  the  wheel,  there's  no 
question  that  one  perfeaed 
it — the  overshiwt  water 
wheel,  anyway. 

John  B.  Campbell  13  is 
often  called  the  world's  fore- 
most expert  on  the  design  and 
construclion  of  water  wheels. 
His  name  was  in  the  news 
again  when  he  was  named 
Engineer-of-the-Year  by  the 
Delaware  County  Chapter  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Society  of 
Professional  Engineers. 

He  has  designed  and 
installed  water  wheels  for  such 
clients  as  Henry  Ford,  E.  Paul 
DuPont,  and  James  S.  Rixke- 
feller.  He  founded  the  Camp- 
bell Water  Wheel  Company  in 
Philadelphia  in  1925. 

A  1941  feature  in 
The  Suturduy  Evening 
Post  revealed 
Campbell's  life- 
long passion 
for  the 
beauty  and 
efficienc7 
of  water 
power.

"He  bKjasts  that  he  has  never 
marred  the  beauty  of  a  stream 
with  machinery, "  the  Post 
said. 

He  has  created  a  variety  of 
water-wheel  innovations, 
including  the  first  U.S.  wheel 
to  harness  the  tide  of  the 
Atlantic  Ocean  and  provide 
the  power  for  a  plantation 
near  Charleston,  South  Caro- 
lina. Yet  none  of  his  creations 
put  innovation  or  grandiose 
designs  above  the  simple,  rus- 
tic beauty  of  the  wheel.  As  the 
Post  said,  he  "has  always 
stayed  close  to  the  little 
waters — the  creeks  and  rtxky 
brooks  and  smaller  rivers  that 
have  been  left  behind  in 


America's  rush  to  make  each 
job  bigger  than  the  last.  They 
have  given  him  a  quiet  and 
satisfying  kind  of  fame." 

Campbell  earned  a  Master's 
degree  in  hydraulic  engineer- 
ing at  Cornell  University, 
where  he  worked  with  water 
turbines  driven  by  water  from 
Lake  Cayuga.  But  his  interest 
in  water  power  goes  back  to 
age  fifteen  when  (in  1905)  he 
sttxxl  on  a  cliff  overltxjking 
the  town  of  Cedar  Bluff  in 
Tazewell  County,  Virginia.  "I 
just  stcxxl  and  marveled  at 
that  wonderful  water  power," 
he  told  the  Post.  "There  were 
mills  all  along  the  river,  some 
of  them  grinding  grain,  some 
making  blankets  and  cloth, 
their  wheels  turning  and  flash- 
ing in  the  sun.  I  knew  then 
what  I  wanted  to  do  in  my 
life,  but  I  didn't  know  the 
name  for  it  " 

Campbell  was  still  working 
on  hydraulic  projects  as  late  as 
1980,  and  to  this  day  he  gets 
inquiries  from  all  over  the 
U.S.  and  other  countries. 
According  to  a  Pennsylvania 
newspaper  that  featured  him 
as  the  "Engineer  of  the  Year, " 
he  still  believes  firmly  that 
water  power  is  "the  best" 
available.  "They'll  only  stop 
using  water  wheels  because 
don't  know  how,"  he  said. 
"If  1  could  help  them 
every  day,  it  would  be 
worthwhile.  They  can't 
see  the  power 
in  the  water 
as  it 
flows."

A  shrewd  businessman,  Wil- 
liam Hill,  Jr.  '36  of  Richmund 
has  been  a  great  asset  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
Major  Gifts  Committee  of  the 
Campaign.  His  faithful  service 
grows  out  of  an  earnest  devo- 
tion to  Hampden-Sydney  and 
all  it  stands  for. 

"Billy  gives  cheerfully  of 
both  his  time  and  money," 
said  George  Peters,  direcior  of 
capital  programs  for  the  Col- 
lege, who  works  with  Hill  on 
the  Major  Gifts  Committee.

He  earned 
his  law  degree  from  the  University 
of  Richmond  Law  Schtx)l  and  in 
19.36  set  up  a  practice  with  his 
brt)ther  in  Mullens,  West  Virginia. 
He  left  the  practice  to  enter  the  Air 
Force  in  World  War  II,  during 
which  he  rose  to  the  rank  of  captain. 
After  the  war  he  returned  to  praaice 
in  Wyoming  County,  and  he  became 
a  Circtiit  Judge  in  197-4.  The  Judicial 
Association  of  West  Virginia  passed 
a  resolution  in  honor  of  Kingdon's 
years  of  service,  calling  him  "a  per- 
son of  courage,  self-discipline  and 
dignity.

and  respect  for,  the  law;  a  keen,  inci- 
sive, reasoning  mind;  prompt  atten- 
tion to  cases  before  him;  and,  as  the 
years  passed,  and  growth  and  judi- 
cial experience  piled  up,  a  strong 
sense  of  compassion  for  the  poor 
and  deprived.

The  G)llege  fence,  which  stretches 
from  Hampden  House,  "the  old  Lacy 
house,"  to  Penshurst,  has  been  here,  as 
far  as  anyone  can  remember,  since  1898 
when  the  Seminary  propert}'  was 
bought  by  "Major  Dicl<"  Venable.  And 
while  some  of  the  pcjsts  may  have 
needed  replacing  in  those  90  years, 
never  until  this  summer  had  the  whole 
fence  been  simply  taken  down  and 
rebuilt. 

The  elegant  wobble,  which  looked 
particularly  picturesque  in  telephone 
pictures,  was  symptomatic  of  less  desir- 
able problems:  one  of  the  most  alarm- 
ing faas  uncovered  by  the  renovation 
was  that  the  fence  was  holding  up  more 
by  habit  than  by  any  real  strength  of 
fabric,  even  though  the  posts  were 
locust  "or  something'  tough  as  iron," 
according  to  S.  Warren  Kernodle, 
supervisor  of  buildings  and  grounds.

A  REPORT  BY  PRESIDENT  JOSIAH  BUNTING  III 


P   LACES  UKE 
HAMPDEN- 
SYDNEY 
don't  seem  to 

count  for  much 

in  the  Republic  of  1986. 
The  country  worships  size 
and  growth.  The  Q)llege  I 
have  served  for  nine  years 
is  tiny;  it  has  fewer  than 
830  students.  All  of  them 
are  boys.  The  football 
players  are  little,  the  stu- 
dents are  made  to  write 
simple  British  sentences, 
Greek  and  Latin  are  still 
academic  majors,  there  is 
a  very  tough  honor  code, 
and  all  the  students  greet 
each  other  when  they 
meet.  There  are  no  shan- 
ties and  no  occupations  of 
administration  buildings. 
"The  administration  build- 
ing" is  in  faa  an  old  brick 
house,  probably  smaller 
than  your  home. 

Admission  to  the  OdI- 
lege  has  become  much 
tougher  in  the  last  six 
years.  Since  we  think  we 
are  a  bit  too  large  already 
we  admitted  a  class  of 
only  about  230  this  year. 
Eight  years  ago  we  had 
about  460  applications  for 
admission,  now  we  have 
about  825.  In  the  new 
class  of  1S>SX3,  nine  boys 
are  from  New  Orleans; 
ten  are  from  Texas.  Eight 
years  ago  75%  of  our  boys 
were  from  Virginia.  In 
that  time  our  endowment 
has  almost  tripled,  our 
annual  giving  has  more 
than  quadrupled,  and  our 
alumni  giving  percentage 
has  gone  from  45%  to 
63%,  fourth  in  the  United 
States.  This  year's  student 


body  president,  first  in  his 
class,  is  Virginia's  only 
Rhodes  scholar.  He  is  the 
only  black  in  his  class. 

There  are  certain  col- 
leges in  America  I  have 
always  loved  or  admired. 
Sewanee  is  one  of  them, 
Haverford  another,  VMI 
another,  also  Washington 
&  Lee.  Hampden-Sydney 
fits  the  category  they 
occupy.  I  call  these  places 
colleges  of  charaaer.  They 
do  what  they  damn 
please;  they  think  being 
big  and  having  astroturf 
rugs  is  stupid  and  irrele- 
vant to  education,  and 
they  love  their  own  his- 
tory. Their  alumni  are 
quiet  fanatics  about  the 
schools. 


Such  places  are  ordinar- 
ily called  "elitist."  They  are 
exjsensive,  academically 
taxing,  and  very  old.  But 
they  are  in  faa  elitist  only 
in  the  sense  that  the  use- 
ful criterion  for  admission 
is  merit.  They  are  expen- 
sive, but  they  all  have  lib- 
eral financial  aid  pro- 
grams; at  Hampden- 
Sydney  any  youngster  who 
is  accepted  will  have 
almost  all  of  his  need 
taken  care  of. 

What  makes  such  col- 
leges unique  and  precious 
is  their  charaaer  and  the 
way  they  hold  to  ancient 
standards.  They  exist, 
mainly,  to  convey  the 
authentic  elements  of  our 
western  political  and  cul- 


tural heritage  to  their  stu- 
dents. They  are  places  of 
liberal  education.  They  try 
to  hold  up  ideals  of  con- 
dua  for  the  students.  Old 
professors  live  there  who 
have  taught  there  for  forty 
years,  and  in  their  lives 
exemplify  the  value  or  the 
meaning  of  what  they 
teach.  I  see  one  of  them, 
in  particular,  every  day. 
He  was  graduated  from 
Hampden-Sydney  sixty 
years  ago  and  went  away 
only  for  graduate  work  in 
classics.  He  is  a  member 
of  our  Q)llege  Church; 
and  still,  at  79,  teaches 
two  courses.  One  of  them 
is  among  the  three  or  four 
most  popular  at  the  Col- 
lege. He  doesn't  care  if 
your  SAT  score  is  850  or 
1450.  The  way  he  lives, 
his  reaitude,  his  enthusi- 
asm, his  avid  curiosity 
which  is  as  liquid  and 
thick  as  an  adolescent's, 
his  love  for  his  College — 
these  things  impress 
themselves  on  the  young. 
The  business  of  liberal 
education  is  to  teach  peo- 
ple how  to  think  and 
write  and  speak  plainly.  It 
is  also  to  try  to  make 
them  apt  to  be  better 
people  later  in  their  lives. 
An  important  way  of 
doing  this  is  by  holding 
up  examples  of  the  true, 
the  just,  the  beautiful,  the 
good:  the  Republic,  the 
Parthenon,  King  Lear,The 
Divine  Comedy,  but  also 
the  example  of  a  life  led 
in  service  to  steady  voca- 
tion, a  long  life  lived  on  a 
small  remote  campus 
teaching  boys  Latia 
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A  college  of  charaaer 
like  Hamjxlen-Sydney  is 
faithful  to  its  heritage. 
Change  comes  to  it  slowly. 
It  is  a  conservative  place. 
By  the  word  "conserva- 
tive" I  mean  this;  assum- 
ing a  prescriptive  value  in 
any  human  institution 
that  has  been  found  useful 
for  many  generations. 
The  true  conservative  is  no 
zealot;  he  is  never  an  ideo- 
logue; he  is  rather  an  hab- 
itual solicitor  of  the  Past 
for  clues,  direaions,  hints, 
as  to  what  will  work  in 
the  future.  He  knows  that 
the  "troubles  of  our  proud 
and  angry  dust  are  from 
Eternity  and  shall  not 
fail,"  that  "only  the  Dead 
have  seen  the  end  of  the 
war."  But  such  knowledge 
does  not  make  him  a 
cynic,  for  it  is  underlaid 
with  hope  and  with  a 
dear  sense  that  reason 
can,  over  many  genera- 
tions, furnish  intelligent 
guides  to  the  future.  For 
purposes  of  education, 
such  conservatism  insists 
on  "Liberal  Education"  as 
the  best  means  not  of 
training,  but  of  cultivating 


young  people.  Too  many 
huge  universities  throw 
four  hundred  adolescents 
into  a  room,  broadcast  to 
them  a  canned  lecture  on 
a  technical  subjea,  asking 
them  multiple-choice 
questions,  and  call  it  edu- 
cation. It  is  not. 

Neither  is  the  provision 
of  athletic  scholarships  a 
prop>er  aaivity  of  a  uni- 
versity. Most  of  us  know 
this,  but  we  don't  care  as 
long  as  our  team  wins. 
But  why  should  we  not 
then  simply  pay  the  ath- 
letes and  call  it  pay,  and 
invite  them  to  compete 
for  admission  openings  in 
the  freshman  class  onthe 
same  basis  as  everyone 
else? 

A  few  minutes  ago  I 
said  that  the  criterion  for 
admission  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  is  merit.  How  a 
competitive  school  or  col- 
lege decides  whom  to 
admit  speaks  precisely  and 
eloquently  of  what  it 
thinks  its  mission  is.  I 
think  the  most  interesting 
problem  our  more  com- 
petitive schools  and  col- 
leges must  solve  is  this 


one.  If  you  have  5,000 
applicants  for  500  spaces, 
you  have  to  have  a  means 
for  distinguishing  who'll 
most  likely  profit, 
improve,  grow,  be  edu- 
cated best  in  your  college. 
That  does  not  mean  you 
should  accept  a  student 
who  has  very  high  test 
scores  on  standardized 
tests.  It  doesn't  mean  you 
shouldn't  either.  But  you 
must  try  to  projea — that 
is,  try  to  envision — the 
candidate  during  and  after 
his  four  years  at 
Hampden-Sydney,  Prince- 
ton, wherever:  his  abilities 
not  only  of  mind,  but  of 
charaaer,  and  sensibility. 

Being  "sman"  has 
almost  nothing  to  do  with 
being  "wise."  Jimmy  Car- 
ter was  smart;  Robert 
McNamara  was  smart; 
they  were  not  wise.  I  don't 
think  of  Mother  Theresa 
or  Sam  Rayburn  as 
"smart,"  but  I  think  of  one 
of  them  as  infinitely  cour- 
ageous and  the  other  as 
very  wise.  But  how  are  we 
to  tell,  on  the  basis  of 
what  we  can  learn  of  a 
child  of  17,  who  will  one 
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day  be  wise,  not  to  say 
also  just,  fair,  and  willing 
to  give  his  talents  to  large 
unremunerated  labors? 
The  question  is  related  to 
a  larger  and  even  more 
interesting  one:  what  is 
the  nature  of  civic  wisdom 
and  ability?  Who  will  lead 
our  cities  and  states  and 
our  country  most  success- 
fully? What  powerful 
ingredients — of  charaaer, 
will,  intellea,  sensibility, 
moral  imagination — go  to 
the  making  of  wise  lead- 
ers? And  are  such  quali- 
ties, such  men,  likely  to 
want  to  strive  to  lead  in  a 
culture  and  society  that 
seems  only  cumbersomely 
and  randomly  to  be  able 
to  recognize  that  kind  of 
political  judgement,  wis- 
dom, and  strength  to  lead, 
that  a  democratic  Republic 
requires? 

We  are  far  afield  of  our 
subjea.  Earlier  I  called 
alumni  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  and  the  other 
schools  I  spoke  of  "fanat- 
ics"; that  is  harsh.  I  mean 
that  they  love  the  College, 
and  that  their  devotion  is 
aaive.  Every  man  loves 


his  alnia  mater.  Some 
men  are  passive  and  do 
nothing  to  help  it,  except 
complain  before  they  ask 
what  the  faas  are;  others 
are  generous  with  funds 
and  time,  and  when  I  turn 
to  thank  them,  they  are 
gone. 

The  useful  president  of 
a  good  small  college  does 
his  best  to  answer  the 
needs  both  of  off -campus 
Development,  Alumni, 
and  Admissions  enter- 
prises and  those  of  the 
College  community  on- 
campus — most  particu- 
larly those  of  teachers  and 
students.  But  I  have  seen 
my  role  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  essentially  as  that 
of  a  leader  summoning  a 
great  and  ancient  founda- 
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tion  to  a  clear  and  exciting 
sense  of  its  greatness,  of 
its  legacy,  and  of  its  unlim- 
ited possibilities  as  an  aca- 
demic brotherhood  of 
some  800  superb  young 
mea  We  have  great 
teachers,  a  speaacularly 
beautiful  campus,  some  of 
the  most  generous  alumni 
anywhere,  a  first-class 
athletic  program  and 
wonderful  facilities.  The 
future  of  Hampxien- 
Sydney  is  inexhaustibly 
bright. 

A  place  like  Hampden- 
Sydney  will  always  live,  if 
not  always  thrive.  For  a 
long  time  the  QjUege  was 
disregarded  and  poor;  yet 
always  admired.  It  taught 
Presbyterian  farm  boys 
Greek,  and  its  teachers 


until  only  fifty  years  ago 
all  seemed  to  be  stern 
Calvinist  men  in  black 
suits  telling  boys  to  get  off 
lawns.  But  it  was  quintes- 
sentially  of  the  old  Com- 
monwealth of  Virginia; 
not  a  nursery  for  the  mer- 
chant progeny  of  Houston 
and  Phoenix;  and  its  phys- 
ical beauty  irradiated  its 
poor  environs  and  glad- 
dened all  who  saw  them. 

It  yet  lives  an  idea  of 
condua,  intellea,  gentility, 
if  you  will.  It  wants  you  to 
be — not  a  doaor  or  a  law- 
yer or  an  architea — but, 
first,  a  capable  and  active 
American  citizen  and  a 
man  easy  with  his  values 
because  he  knows  they  are 
right. 

I  have  started  many 


new  programs  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  But  the 
essence  of  the  College  is 
unchanged  and  unchang- 
ing. I  know  we  will  always 
find  and  attraa,  retain  and 
inspire  enough  good  men 
to  teach  and  coach  and 
learn  there  that  we  can 
yet  "learn  and  propagate 
the  best  that  has  been  said 
and  lived  in  the  world." 
And  that  there  always  will 
be,  as  the  Marines  say,  a 
few  good  men  willing  to 
listen.
